Tho Chairman then introduced General Tan Bu­ 
rén, United States Commissioner to tho Vienna 
Exposition, who addressed the Chamber. He said 
that his object Id appearing beiore the Chamber 
was to got tholr emiorsement for the Amertcan de­ 
partment of the Vienna Exhibition. The greatest 
anxiety was felt by the authorities in Austria that 
America should be weU represented. It was de­ 
sired that especially in the educational department 
the American system of schools should be fully 
exhibited. Atine Parts Exhibition In 1867 a very 
imperfect model school attracted the greatest 
attention, and It was on account of this tiiat the 
present anxiety for a more thorongh knowledge of 
our system of education was sought for. It was 
strange that at the Paris Exposlllon Spain pre­ 
sented the very best system of schools. 
The eduiiatlonal qucatlon -was now a leading 
subject In Europe. The dlffirrence between Europe 
and ourselves was that our youth after leaving 
school were taught by the newspapers. He In­ 
tended to have a specimen of every newspaper 
and beriodlcal In the conntry at the Vienna Exhi­ 
bition—not for reading, but to show that such a 
vast number exists in America. It must prove in­ 
teresting to snow the fTnits of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad, which ran through a country that 
but a few years ago was looked upon as a desort. 
But It needed a large appropriation of money to 
have America properly represented at the Exhibi­ 
tion. Objectlun nad been raised by patentees to 
send their goods to Austria, but the Austrian gov­ 
ernment had made satisfactory arrangements 
abont patents, and at the present time there 
was a draft of an agreement which would bind 
Austria to place American exhlbiiors precisely on 
the same footing as Austrlnns were placed In this 
country. He wanted to have such a schoolhonse 
built lor the Exhibition as would enable 
tho whole system of our schools to be 
fully 
Shown and large enough to allow 
explanatory lectures to be delivered in 
it. The decoration of tho American department 
would cost at ths leant $100,oou, and transporutlnn 
of goods to an<l from Vienna would cost as mnch 
more. Congress would meet in De lember, and he 
desired that the Chamber would have Its recom­ 
mendation for an appropriation ready at the earliest 
‘•Yiie subject was referred to the Executive Com­ 
mittee. with instructions to prepare a memorial to 
Congress and to take such other action In behalf of 
the Chamber «H It deemed proper.

The ease of Colonel Blood, who Is accused by Mr. 
Lnther 0. Ohallis of oompUoity in tho alleged 
slanders published by WoodhuU A Clafiln in their 
WeefOy, came before Jndge Fowler again yesterday 
in the room of the Third Distrtot Judicial Conrt 
at Jefferson Market. SensoUoaal developments 
were anxiously expected by the evening papers, 
but none occurred. At precisely half-past two 
o’clock Colonel Blood, the blonde hero of Iree 
love romance, was brought into Court by two 
Officers. With difficulty his way was elbowed 
through the crowd that stood In soUd mutual con­ 
tiguity, flUent but Intensely interested. It was by 
no means a vulgar one, but snrpriaingly respect­ 
able in appearance however it may have been at 
neart. A few ladies were seated upon tho benches, 
bat the aisles were filled completely by masculine 
spectators, who were unaolo to assume a more 
pleasant position, bat, nevertheless, were sup­ 
ported through their ordeal of dlsoomfort by 
THB STRANG* ATTRACTION 
Which characterizes for persons of a certain sort 
the details of this cnrloas case, or perhaps by a se­ 
cret personal concern In Its (Knouement which 
they would rather uot have discovered by the pub­ 
lic. The number of persons who have really some­ 
thing at stake in the conduct of the two danger­ 
ous women who have recently uttered such start- 
Ungly scandalous charges against men of the high­ 
est standing In society and religion, and with a 
good deal of real plnck are awaiting their trial for 
calumny, is something not distinctly known, but 
which may be guessed at. Accordingly the crowd 
that was gathered yesterday with the expectation 
of listening to their examination by relentless Uw- 
yers who would not stop at scruples of. delicacy 
where so serious a question as that of honor was 
concerned was outwardly very well dressed, very 
conservative In Its bearing, and seemed to hold Its 
breath In a very great anxiety of suspense. 
SOME FAMILIAR FACES 
Of gentlemen who have brokerage offices on Broad 
and Wall streets and have families In aristocratic 
uptown residences were there.

Lnther C. Chains was seated near the Assistant 
District Attorney. Mr. Algernon Sullivan, who ap­ 
peared foi the people, and Mr. Henry E. Knox, hls 
special council, was beside him. Messrs. Howe and 
Hummel occupied prominent positions tn proximity 
to their associate In this cause. Ex-Judge Rey- 
mert and all three of tliose legal gentlemen seemed 
to be In the most excellent spirits considering how 
little warrant is ndw presented for a hopeful view 
of the predicament of their clients. 
After the onenlng of the proceedings, by the Inti­ 
mation of Judge Fowler that he was in readiness 
to hear the examination, Mr. Howe arose and 
formally made application to His Honor for an ad­ 
journment. He said that both the fair Incarcerated 
creatures and Colonel Bloo<l himself were anxions 
for speedy trial, but owing to technical error in the 
preparation of the writ of ?utbeas corpus aa testijl- 
canamn they had been unable to secure the attend­ 
ance of those important witnesses on that day. 
The purpose of the writ which had been obtained in 
the Supreme Court was to bring them from their 
confinement In the Ludlow Street Jail to Jefferson 
Market. It had been served on tbe keeper of the 
prisoners, but he had refused to obey it, on the 
ground that they were not tn his custody but in 
that of the United States Marshal, Sharpe, who said 
that when the writ should be directed to him he 
could comply with Its injunctions. Mr. Howe con­ 
tinued by saying that the ladles (Mrs. WoodhuU 
and Miss Teunle C. CTafllu) were

ward without them he thought it would be very 
unfair. 
The Assistant District Attorney could not see 
any cause for adjournment, as Colonel Blood In­ 
dividually was alone concerned In the Indictment. 
Mr. Howe replied that the ladies should be 
present, for the reason that they could prove or 
disprove the allegations of Mr. (’hallls. 'They had 
told the connscUor that Mr. Chains had already bo- 
seeched them several times to let him withdraw 
his case. 
A WOMANT.T STRATKGWT. 
The Assistant District Attorney stated that Mr. 
Chains had shown thns far perfect good faith and 
a determination to continue the prosecution to Its 
end. Hls going to the prison was not nntll alter 
two messages nad been sent to him by the fair 
prisoners, asking for a visit from him and his 
counsel. 
Miss Tennic C. Claflin had first 
sent her aged mother to the broker wKh a request 
that he call at the cell of her daughter In the Lud­ 
low Street Jail at a certain time on a certain after­ 
noon, and a second time had commissioned her sis­ 
ter, Mrs. Miles, wltn a similarly tonclilng message. 
Mr. Chains, under advice of his lawyers, at length 
consented to comply with the requests that he had 
received, and with them he proceeded to the 
gloomy dungeon of the nniortnnate sisters. The 
party were received with the warmth of despera­ 
tion, and the fair martyrs of “a rotten society” 
went down on tljelr knees, and between sobs and 
tears begged tbe complainant that he wouia re­ 
tract ins charges npon their consenting to deny tl

ling falling on his head from the fifth story of tho 
Drexel building, now in course of erection oornero¿ 
WaU and Broad streets. Below will be found m 
synopsis of the testimony eUcited aud the verdlok 
of tho Jury. 
Joseph S. Gallagher, father of the deceased, llr- 
inglu Bloomfield, N. J.. testified that he saw hls 
son last about one o’clock on tbe afternoon of tha 
20th ultimo; heard soon afterwarus that he had 
been killed, bat knew nothing of the circumstances 
attending his death except by hearsay; thiolc 
there was no protecUon tn the way of a foaon 
around the buOdIng of Drexel A Co., WaU street, 
corner or Broad street.

tain of Police. In tearing down tho old buildloM 
we bad some protection, so that people in possln? 
were compelled to go into the street; alter tbe 
bnUdlng was tom down there was a fcnoe placed 
around tho building, which remained there some 
time; all the necessary preoantlous far the prevea> 
tlon of aocldenta both inside and outside ths 
building were taken; I consider the killing of Mr. 
Gallagher to have been quite accidental; Mr. 
Cornell Is the contractor for tho Iron work; 
Jeremiah Smith was contractor for the mason 
work; Struthers A Son had the marble contract. 
Charles Kerr, a carpenter, testified that be 
worked on Mr. Drexel’s new butldlng at the time 
of the accident; was then at work on the flftn 
floor, taking down the centres; a piece of scanfc- 
llngfellwhñe at work; the centre, in lowertnb 
tnrned over and the scantling broke, one-half fall­ 
ing inside the building aud the other outolde; the 
witness and the two other men assisting him were 
very careiol to avoid accidents; the witness was 
told by one of his assistants that a man had Ireen 
klUed by the falUng scantling; it is usual to con­ 
struct buildings wltnout erecting fences to prevenk 
accidents; there Is now a fence about the Drexei 
building; every precaution was taken to prevent 
accidents: Mr. Wells Is a very careful man, and 
cautions the men almost every day. 
Patrick W. onllen, a carpenter, testified th a t h v 
was at work lowering the centres at Droxel’s now 
building a t the time of the accident; the tarnlnc 
of the centre broke the scantling, which was threw 
by four Inches in thickness by about ten feet ba 
length; have never known a .similar aooldent be­ 
fore ; think every precaution for the prevention ol 
accidents was taken; after the scantling fell saw a 
man lying on the pavement; saw the scantling faU 
on tho sidewalk, topple over and knock deceased' 
against an Iron column. 
Thomas WlUey, also a carpenter, testified that 
tbe fall of the centre was the cause of the breaking 
of the scantling; a portion of the centre struck tho 
witness on the leit arm and shoulder; do not think: 
that by any possibiliu the accident could have 
been prevented; Mr. Wells has almost dally oan- 
tloned the witness to bo careful not to be lojared 
himself or have accidents occur to others. 
Dr. Marsh testified that fracture of the skull wa*

Bubmltted the case to the 
Jury, who rendered the following 
VERDICT. 
“That Luther 0. Gallagher came to his death bf 
the falUug of a piece of wood from the fifth stor/ 
of the bnilding corner Broad and Wall streets on 
the 2»th day of October, 1872; and wo censure the 
parties Interested for not placing the proper bar­ 
riers to protect life and limb. We recommend thaO 
a law be passed to compel iMUklors to erect fences 
or something whereby the life and limbs of citizena 
may be protected during the erection of baUdr 
ings.”

FIRE UEPARTMERT FINANCES. 


The Contest Between the Board o f Flro 
Commisaloners an d the ‘Com ptroUei^ 
The Men W IU l.lh e ly he P aid a t Onee. 
The dispute between the Fire Department Obm- 
mlBBioncrs and Comptroller Green still continoesi 
Tbe court having decided that the Comptroller is 
right, the Commissioners have taken an appeal to 
General Term. Yesterday they met to consider the 
offer made by Mr. Green to pay the men for 
October If they would forward the pay-rolls to hls 
office, and to protect them by a promise that sach 
action on their part shall not prejudice them before 
the courts. In this letter, which was published on 
the 27th ult., the Comptroller gave a pledge that 
compliance with his request for the pay-rolls shonld 
not prejudice tho case. Mr. Burrell, counsel for the 
Board, held that this promise was not sufficient to 
protect the rights of the Board, and that tnsy 
should have a written agreement in legal form 
firom Mr. Green. All the Oommlssioners expressed 
their willingness, and, indeed, their anxiety, to 
accede to the terms offered by the Comptroller to 
pay the men by hls own disbursing agent, provided 
such action could not be construed as a surrender 
of their rights. Mr. Hltchman disavowed on the 
part of tho Board any desire to resort to pretexu 
for delay, and charged that the Comptroller was re­ 
sponsible. After full and careful cuosideraiion tbe 
Board decided to forward the pay rolls asked for, 
and permit Mr. Green’s paymaster to conduct tho 
disbursements, should Mr. Green give the desired 
written guarantee. The following resolution was 
unanimously adopted, and General Shalor and Presi­ 
dent llitohman were appointed a committee to con­

The adjonrned JnqBlry Into the manner In which 
Imila 0. Samuels, who died on Ward’s Island a 
lew days ago, was resumed before Coroner Herr- 
inan yesterday at noon. The preferring of the 
charges which have been brought against this in­ 
stitution has attracted a large amount of atten- 
tioB, and the indignation and interest of the com­ 
munity are fhlly aroused by the enormities which 
•re evidently being practised In dealing with in­ 
sane patients. 
Mr. Isaac Bell was on hand, 
serene and smiling, with a heavy envelope In 
Ms band containing the rnles of the Com- 
mlsaloners of Charities and Correction, and, in a 
statement given below, spoke of the excellent 
management of the institution and exonerated the 
•ttcndants and warden from the charges brought 
•gainst them. Dr. Echeverría was also present 
•ttentively watching the proceedings. In which he 
Is BO deeply interested and to which his exertions 
Uave given rise. He states that he Is determined 
to have his conduct fully and Impartially investi­ 
gated, and the charges he has brought against the 
•syiom officials. His language yesterday had no 
oneertaln sound, and he evidently means what he 
says. The Jury listened to the evidence with deep 
Interest, and from the number of intelligent qnes- 
tlons which were asked It was evident that they 
were determined If possible to discover where the 
tm it lay. 
Isaac Bell, sworn—I am one of the Commission­ 
ers of Charities and Correction; I am happy to be 
caUed to state the rules that govern the association; 
with the death of Mr. Bamuela I have nothing to 
do; wo do not claim to be Infallible, bnt we do 
everything in onr power to alleviate the sufferings 
ef the poor; when there are 8,000 or 0,000 persons 
m eharge mistakes must sometimes occur, and we 
are glad if any investigation will prevent these 
mistakes from occurring; the rnles which govern 
Ward’s Island are the same as those which govern 
■imllarlnsUtotions ; all cases in which disputes 
arise between superior and Inferior officers are 
■nbmitted to the Board, and every care Is taken 
that the Inmates committed to their charge be 
treated with justice and humanity; the reason why 
the resident physician Is not in sole charge Is In 
♦ccordancc with a rule 
OBMERALLY ADOPTED BY LDMATIC DOCTORS, 
Vis., that one physician should not have more than 
four hundred patients in charge; we hold that a 
resident 
physician 
has enough to do to at- 
•ttend to his patients, without Interierlng with 
the wardens in their duties further than by seeing 
that the diet is such as shaU be condnclve to 
health. Mr. Bell then went on at great length to 
detail the duties of the wardens and matrons, and 
entered into some particulars of the manner in 
which complaints made by the doctor are treated 
by the Board; a good quaUty of meat and food is 
Itamlshed; formerly we bought our meat by public 
Bdverttsemcnt, but examination showed onr peo- 
pie got nothing but bones; but now we employ a 
different method: we employ a man to purchase 
meat and allow him a cent a pound; for this cent 
be Maes the meat to the Icp house, kills It and de­ 
livers It according to requisitions which are 
nerved upon him; when Dr. Echeverría makes 
complaint of had food the cases are always In­ 
quired into; on the 26th of October he sent a com­ 
munication to me stating that the rations are in- 
■nfficlent, that no potatoes had been supplied for 
days and that the loaves were under weight; Mr. 
Bnrke, the warden, explained by saying that the 
■apply of potatoes did not arrive in time and that 
the bread lurnlshcd was amply sufficient; our 
wages guarantee a good class of m en; there Is no 
lunatic asylum In the country where attendants 
•re so well treated; each attendant has $426 a year 
•nd found in every tiling but clothes; Dr. Echever- 
via has been In the institution for years; I am not 
prepared to answer whether we have any cause for 
complaint against him or n o t; wc are examining 
Into the condition of Ward’s Island simply because

A Herald reporter learned yesterday morning 
that Governor Hoffman, accompanied by a ñ-lend,

very positive opmlons 
In regard to the management of the Instltn- 
tlon. Yesterday afternoon, alter the Coroner’s jury 
had rendered tbe above verdict, the reporter 
called on Doctor Esoheverrla, the resident surgeon 
of the Asylum, who received the Gevernor and 
showed him over the Institution, to obtain the 
particulars of the Informal visit and to discover. If 
possible, what effect had been produced on His 
Excellency’s mind by 
THE INBPBCnON OF WARD M, 
the alleged filthiest ward In the institntion. The 
reporter found Dtctor 
Eschevcrrla very much 
gratified at the result of the Coroner’s Investiga­ 
tion. The reporter asked nim li the Governor had 
not visited the Institution nnder his charge on 
Monday afternoon. 
«; Doctor Eschevkbria—"Yes, sir, he did. In com­ 
pany with a Mr. Gunther.

R epórter—Doctor, Commissioner Bell has said 
to-day, at the Coroner’s Investigation, that he was 
not prepared to swear whether the Board 01 Com­ 
missioners of Charities and Correction had any 
complaint against you or not. It would seem, then, 
that you two arc under a ban at present. 
Doctor—I don’t think that commissioner Bell 
treated me fairly when he made that statement.

J. W. Draper and Dr. C. F. Chan<ller, which stated 
that the wards were overcrowded and filthy, that 
disease was the result of orcrcrowding, and en­ 
dorsed tbe remonstrances of the resident physi­ 
cian. Finally, he denied distinctly that he sent the 
filthiest patients to Ward’s Island, it was the bad 
attendance that produced the filth. 
The reporter then left, 
convinced that Dr. 
Echeverría Is just the wan to aec the Invosugation 
out to the bitter end. subsequently he learned at 
Ward’s Island that on Monday aliemoon the at­ 
tendants of the Asylnm held a meeting, at which

A horse Is 
seldom seen in the streets. Other animals also seem 
to have caught the Infection. Many mules and dogs 
are exhibiting symptoms of it. There Is also a 
great prevalence 01 catarrhal complaints among 
the people here. “Epizootic” is raging among the 
canal horses and only twenty-five couldaden boats 
reached tidewater to-day. The valuable trotting 
horses Major King and Wlltwick are affected by the 
disease. Owing to the hick of transportation re­ 
sulting from the epizootic full returns Irow back 
election districts cannot be obtained, and some 
loi al offices win be in doubt till the result Is known.

You have, during the preceding sea- 
BluD. considered more urgent subjects of legislation 
and have added to numerous laws we have received 
from systems which preceded the confederation 
other statutes, the necessity for which was ap­ 
parent to you. Ill the division of tbe legislative 
power between the federal Parliament and local 
Legislatures, questions of difficulty have necessa­ 
rily arisen. In many cases the two governments 
have come to an understanding, so aa to avolu a 
conflict ol jurisdiction; but it has occurred that 
courts of jusilee in the Province have virtually put 
aside acts of the Legislature whlcji have not been 
disallowed by the goverument of the Dominion, 
and my goverument lias thought It right lu the In­ 
terest of all to take the necessary steps to have 
constitutional questions which may thus arise sub­ 
mitted for decision to the highest tribunal ol tbe 
Empire. 
A bill respecting the election of members of the 
Legislative Assembly will be submitted to your 
consideration, as well as another bill to facilitate 
the decision of controverted elections. You will 
be asked to supply what Is still wanting In our 
judiciary laws to complete the system 01 judicial 
decentralization. Your legislation In favor of rail­ 
ways and colonization has hud a good effect, and 
you will have seen with pleasure that several 
large enterprises which you have aided by grants 
lands 
are

completion. 
bv 
the 
government ^of

favor of colonization. hNimerous and important 
roads have been constructed, and immigraiits trom 
Europe arc beginning to turn In greaU-r numbers 
towards this country and to settle here. The liberal 
subsidy which the federal government has placed 
at our disposal to assist Immigration should en­ 
courage us to continue our exertions, and to emu­ 
late in this respect the efforts of the other pro-

The General in Chief is pained to announce to the 
Army the death of Major General George Gordon 
Meade, which occurred at Philadelphia November 
e, at half-post six P. M. 
The history of General Meade is so Interwoven 
with the great events of the past thirty yeai-s that 
It need not be attempted lu thia connection. Born 
December 31,1818, at Cadiz, Hpain, his father being 
L’nltud .States Consul, he received careful education, 
and entered the MiUtary Academy with the class 
of 1831. Graduated in 1886, he served as lieutenant 
of the Third artillery Ull October, 1838, when ho 
resigned and engaged In civil engineering. June, 
184A he was reappointed to tbe army In the Corps 
of Topographical Engineers, and waa Industrlonsly 
employed 
In 
the

surveys from Lake 
Superior to 
the 
Gulf 
of 
Mexico 
till 
the 
Mexican 
war 
of 
1848, 
when 
ho 
rendered 
most gallant and valnaMc service near the persons 
of Generuls Taylor and Scott. When tbe civil war 
arose he was one 01 the first to offer hla services. 
He begun Ida most brilliant career as a brigadier 
general of volunteers In the Pennsylvania Reserve 
Corps October 31,1881, and was engaged in all the 
campaigns of the Army 01 the Potomac from that 
date till the close of the war. Rising through the 
grades of division and corps commander, at a most 
critical period, unsoUclLed, he was appointed by 
President Lincoln, on the 
28tli June, 18M, to 
command 
In 
chief 
the 
Army of 
the Poto­ 
mac, then scattered and moving hastily towards 
Pennsylvania to the great imttle-fleld of Gettys­ 
burg, at which he commanded on 
the 1st, 
2d and 3d davs of July, and won a victory with 
whose glory and maJostic results Ids name will 
ever be Identified. From tliat time he commanded 
the Army of the Potomac to the close of hostilities. 
His commission as Major General ol the regular 
army was conferred August, ltW4. and by virtue of 
this on the 1st of July, 1886, he was assigned to 
command the Military Division of the Atlantic, 
with his headquarters at I’hlladclphla, which post 
he held, with one short period of detached service 
in Georgia, till tiro day of lils death.

A HUSBAND’S VENOEAHCE. 


An Italian Stabs His Repntcd Wife and 
K ills Her Instantly nt Dover, N. J.— 
Her Alleged Paramour Also Fatally 
Stabbed—’Pbe Murderer In Custody. 
Three years ago a young Italian shoemaker, 
named Giovanni Borrottl, made his way to Dover, 
N. J., and after working for some time as a journey­ 
man opened a httlc shop of his own. Four months 
ago he brought from New York a woman, named 
Johanna Moosl, about twenty-four years of age, 
whom he termed his housekeeper. The two lived 
In the shop where he worked, sleeping under the 
counter, and were known as Inoffensive, quiet peo­ 
ple. Borrottl being sober, Industrious and on ex­ 
cellent workman. 
Yesterday morning two Italians entered Dover 
by the 
early train, and 
learned the way to 
Borrottl’s shop. On entering one of the Italians at 
once claimed the woman Moosl as his wife, and 
demanded that she should retnrn to New York with 
him. The woman refused, saying that he had Ill- 
treated her, and she would not Uve with him. He 
then 
A8EED her to walk OUTSIDE 
with him and she complied. 
They conversed 
quietly for some minutes without seeming to dls- 
pute and several who were near say they had no 
quarrel. On re-entering, however, the woman re­ 
iterated her Intention of never again living with 
her husband, upou which Borrottl, who was seated 
on bis low bench, luternosed and told the husband 
that If he would leave the woman for a few days in 
Dover he (Borrottl) would bring her to New York 
next week and the husband could then claim her. 
Just then some customers came In and no disturb­ 
ance occurred while they were present. Scarcely 
had they left, however, when the woman again said 
nothing slionid persuade her to live again with her 
husband and before she had completed the sen­ 
tence the husband, drawing a long knife, 
SfABBEP HKR 
in the bosom. She fell to the floor. The two 
Italians attempted to escape. Borrottl seized the 
murderer and called for help. 
Before It could 
arrive the murderer plunged the knife twice Into 
the abdomen of Borrottl and endeavored to loosen 
his hold. Hy this time help had arrived and the 
murderer, with his friend, who had been sitting 
quietly in the shop and who never interfered either 
way, waa taken Into custody. The knile was found 
across the street, where It had been thrown by the 
murderer. 
It had been originally a common 
butcher knife, bnt had been ground on the bock 
and edge until only one-half an Inch In width. It 
had been freshly ground, was as sharp as a razor 
and was In appearance like a stiielto. 
THE WOMAN 
was found to be quite dead, and Borrottl was bleed-

as given above were 
stated. 
The prisoners were brought before him, 
when he Identified them promptly. They were both 
strangers to him. The murderer gave the name of 
lAiulB Louis, au ItaUan by birth, now living at 18 
Baxter street. New York, and engaged as a laborer 
on excavaUng fur sewers. 
He was allowed to see 
the lH)dy of his wife and pretended to faint, but did 
notsncoeed. He Is but twenty-three years of age. is 
of low size and has black eyes and hair. Uls com­ 
panion gives the name of Marcello Phlllinpl and Is a 
fellow laborer and lodger with Louis. He Is a much 
older man, and seems concerned as to what will 
happen to him. 
Both men speak English very 
imperfectly. They were at once sent to the county 
jalfat Morristown.

Among the last meetings ol our racing season 
none is of greater Importance or excites deeper 
Interest than the "Houghton,” which Is now being 
beld at Newmarket. It was commenced on Mon­ 
day morning, and will not bo over till Saturday 
night, racing being carried on vigorously every 
afternoon at the rate of from eight to ten items 
everyday. With the exception of that which pre­ 
vailed yesterday, which was beautiful, the weather 
has hitherto been unlavorablc—cold and raw. Rain 
fell very heavily toward the close of last week; so 
heavily that large portions of the great heath 
were 
speedily 
churnca 
up 
into 
quagmires 
by the hoofs of countless horses, the wheels of 
Dianv carriages and the tread of pedestrians. The 
crowd was consequently much smaller than usual, 
and rarely iudccd has there been so poor a gather­ 
ing on a Cambridgshlro Day as that of Tuesday. 
The occasion was honored by the presence of 
TUE PRINCE OP WALES, 
Who arrived on the heath about an hour before the 
horses went to the post tor the race. He was to 
have come down to London by an early train and 
to have lunched with Sir Frederick Johnstone, bnt 
be missed the morning train and left town about 
noon with two or throe attendants. He rode about 
during tne afternoon on a back, cAattIng with tbe 
various acquaintances whom 
he encountered, 
and mingling with the ordinary throng of eques­ 
trians. He appeared to be in excellent health and 
evidently took a warm Interest In tbe proceedings* 
He returned to London shortly alter the Cam­ 
bridgeshire by a special train, and In the evening 
was in bis box at the Gaiety Theatre, with the 
Princess, listening to Mr. Charles Mathews’ droller­ 
ies as Puff and Sir Prettol Plagiary In the "Critic.” 
THE 0AUBRID0E8UIBB 
Is the last ol the great Antnmn handicaps at New­ 
market, and la one of the most Important betting 
races of the year, leading generally to a larger 
amount of specnlation than even the Cesarewltch. 
On this occasion, however, the market was com­ 
pletely spoiled by Sálvanos, tbe horse that won 
tho Cesarewltch with such ease.

It is aimonnced in a Paris journal that the 
French government has consented to reduce 
the rate of postage to America, with reciproc­ 
ity of free transit. 
We suppose this free 
transit means of .the mails destined for other 
countries and passing over French territory. 
Both this ooncession and that of a consider­ 
able redaction in the rates of postage will be 
gratifying to Americans who travel so mnch 
abroad and who have a very large amount of 
letter communication with aU the countries 
bordering France, as well as with France itself. 
There should, in fact, be the most free in- 
tcroonrse possible between the two friendly 
Republics. It should extend to the question of 
tonnage dues, which we recently noticed; to 
the tariff, to shipping and navigation and 
other matters, as well as to postal arrange­ 
ments. There is little rivalry, comparatively, 
between France and the United States in their 
products. Each one produces a great deal 
that the other does not, and each one needs 
the productions of the other. Then, besides 
the mutual commercial advantages of free and 
liberal intercourse, there is an ancient friend­ 
ship, and now a similarity of institutions, to 
bind the two Republics together. 
We recom­ 
mend President Thiers and our government to 
promote in every way possible this liberal 
reciprocity, for it will have the best effect both 
GQ^I^ercially and politically.

Yesterday we announced the fact that the 
German troops had evacuated the city of 
Rbeims and the town of Vitry'lo-Fran9ais, 
the last posts retained by the Germans in tho 
Department of Marne. To-day we print tho 
intelligence that the city of Rheims was 
jubilant, and took occasion to make itself 
especially merry because of the retirement of 
tho German troops. 
The buildings were 
decorated with flags and flowers, and on the 
evening of the happy day the city was illu­ 
minated. For the first time since the occupa­ 
tion of the city the theatre was opened, and in 
response to repeated calls from the audience 
the “Marseillaise" was performed by the 
orchestra. 
We cannot help exulting with 
Franco in her joy, 
and we should be 
cruel, indeed, if our sympathies did not go 
out rejoicing with the good people of Rheims. 
Shamefully was France defeated, as all the 
world knows. 
But how nobly has France 
behaved herself in the hour of her misfor­ 
tune ! 
Within a year France will have paid 
the Invader off; and the time may come, to 
echo the sentiment of Ducrot, when Germany 
will have occasion to regret her victory. We 
know no one who is not willing to rejoice with

'The result of last Tuesday’s election not 
only completes the revolution oommeuoeda 
year ago in the government of New York city, 
but renders it almost certain that the political 
complexion of the metropolis will undergo an 
entire change, and that for the next ton years 
the large majorities heretofore rolled up for 
the democracy will be transferred to the re­ 
publican side. It is true that Mr. Havemeyer 
has been chosen Mayor by a small plurality, 
and that the united democratic vote is some 
thirty thousand above the republican vote in a 
poll of only about one hundred and thirty-five 
thousand. But the enormous power of the 
city patronage was divided in the recent contest; 
some of the municipal departments being on 
one side, some on the other, and some taking 
no active part in tho struggle. There were 
also jealousies, suspicions and rival interests 
among the city officials which prevented any 
of those powerful combinations by means of 
which the Tammany leaders made themselves 
for so many years invincible. All this will 
sosn be changed. Tho republicans now hold 
possession of every important office in the 
city government, and have the means of ob­ 
taining supreme control of every depart­ 
ment not already in satisfactory hands. 
They will soon be armed with the very weap­ 
ons so effectively used by the former demo­ 
cratic managers, and there is no reason to 
suppose that they will not handle them with a 
skillfully equal to that displayed by their pred­ 
ecessors in power. It is a popular error to 
suppose that New York is necessarily a demo­ 
cratic city on account of her large foreign 
population. • Experience shows that the emi­ 
grant who remains in a city is apt to attach 
himself to tho party in power. He necessa­ 
rily falls first into their liands. He finds all 
the authorities with whom he is brought into 
contact politically of the some way of think­ 
ing, and his self-interest or the natural dispo­ 
sition to be on the strongest side generally 
controls his decision in his choice of party 
assooiation. . The patronage of the pickaxe 
and spade is a powerful political propagandist. 
What is known as the “dangerous element” in 
a metropolis also sets toward the party that 
holds possession of the government and wields 
the power of the police and the Courts. The 
republican politicians and their organs have 
been accustomed for political effect to charge 
the New York democracy with the fellow­ 
ship of all the 
notoriously bad 
char- 
ootors 
of 
the 
dty, and 
every carica­ 
turist on the some side has adopted the 
stale idea of portraying Tammany democrats 
with cropped hair, low brows, broken noses 
and vicious mouths ; but it is well known that 
these gentry ore invariably to be found on the 
side best able to pay for their services in pri­ 
maries and at the polls. 
In Philadelphia, for 
example, which, comparatively with her size, 
is a more ruffianly city than New York, the 
bulk of the disreputable characters are hangers- 
on of the republican organization, because the 
republicans are there in power. 
There is, 
therefore, every reason to believe that the 
“foreign element" and the “dangerous ele­ 
ment” and the “lower classes” in this city, 
all of which we have been taught to regard as 
the bulwarks of the New York democracy, will 
turn bodily over to the republicans as soon as 
all the city patronage is concentrated in the 
hands of the latter, and will give the new re­ 
publican municipal Ring as powerful a sup- 
port as they have heretofore given to ^ e old 
democratic m u n i c i p a l ^ i ^ . ' 
Certainly no party h a a i ^ before b¿en‘'‘|j 
completely master of the situation in the 
metropolis as is the republican reform party 
to-day. Its power is enormous beyond prece­ 
dent, and must soon swallow np the few crumbs 
that yet remain to the routed democracy. 
Already it has Mr. Havemeyer for Mayor, Mr. 
Green in the Finance Department, Colonel 
Stebbins in the Department of.PubUc Parks, 
Franz Sigel in the Register’s office, Mr. Van 
Nort in the Department of PubUc Works, 
Judges Davies and Barrett on the Supreme 
Court bench. Judge Sutherland in the General 
Sessions, Judge Van Voorst in the Superior 
Court and Mr. Phelps in the District Attor­ 
ney’s office, in possession of all the pigeon­ 
holed indictments, and with his fingers thus 
on tho throats of the principal ward politi­ 
cians and electioneering bullies all over the 
city. Above all this they have the State Legis- 
lature, Senate and Assembly and the Governor, 
and thus hold the key to the possession of 
every other city department, big and little. 
The Legislature will not be as it was 
last Winter, for 
the 
republican major­ 
ity U now a solid administration major­ 
ity, without^ 
forej^^ad 
or 
dissatisfied 
politician tn its ranks. The new PresMential 
term, commences on the 4th of next March, 
abont the time the Legislative session is draw­ 
ing to a cjos^ and party loyalty will be a 
virtue zealously displayed by the representa­ 
tives at Albany. 
Their first business will be to 
re-elect United States Senaipr Roscoe Conkling, 
whose gallant services in the ci;.ix>paigR against 
the artful intrigues of his repuü’ican asso­ 
ciate contributed so largely to the spK^Rdld 
victory in tho Empire State, and who will ¿o 
back to Washington covered with honor and 
glory. 
Their next business will be to so 
amend onr present city charter as to vacate 
every department not now in thoroughly 
friendly and reliable hands, and to fill it 
with their own political friends. There will 
be no more temporizing or hesitation about 
this work. Before tho beginning of March the 
republicans will hold full possession of the 
Police Department, retaining only Commis- 
soner Smith, who has worked with them dur­ 
ing the recent campaign. They will take, in 
addition, the Tax Commissioner’s office, the 
Department of Buildings, tho offices of the 
Corporation Counsel and Corporation Attor­ 
ney, the Commission of Emigration, the 
Commission of Charities and Correction, thus 
securing Castle Garden and tho control of the 
emigrant boarding house keepers and runners; 
tho Fire Department, the Street Cleaning Com­ 
mission, the Board of Health, the Board of 
Education and the Department of Docks, for 
the sterling honesty and brilliant efficiency of 
that important department will not deter tho 
victors from sweeping it into their net, with 
the rest of the booty.

that which Tammany itself possessed in 
Its strongest day; 
but this will not be 
tho limit ef the enormous power of the 
new Ring. 
In addition to the undivided 
city rule, it wUl hold in its grasp in New York 
the Custom House, the Post Office, the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Bureaus, the United States 
Courts, Marshalships and all other federal 
appointmenia, besides the Quarantine Depart­ 
ment, the Captaincy of the Port, the Port 
Wardens and all Gubernatorial patronage at 
this end of the State. No political party has 
ever before attained such a wonderful and 
oonoentrated strength, and it ia almost certain, 
as we have said, that it will completely revolu­ 
tionize the political condition of the metropo­ 
lis and turn over the old democratic majorities 
of fifty and sixty thousand to the republi­ 
can side. At the next election for Sheriff and 
County Clerk both of these offices will, in aU 
probabüity, fall into the hands of straight 
repubUcans; for the party wiU no longer 
need trades and bargains with bolting demo­ 
crats, and it WiU be almost impossible to 
defeat its candidates. It has shrewdly used 
democratic quarrels to secure the coveted prize 
of tho government of New York oity, and it 
wiU now carry off from its broken and de­ 
moralized opponent the bulk of his once 
unterrified army. 
It makes little difference to the citizens of 
Now York by what set of politicians they may 
be governed, so long as they are governed 
honestly and weU. There is no good reason 
why the repubUcans should not take aU the 
offices while they have the opportunity and 
thus make themselves masters of the whole 
municipal government. An undivided respon­ 
sibility wiU be better for the people than a 
divided responsibility. Let our new rulers bo 
wise, Uberal and honorable in their policy, and 
no one wUl regret the downfaU of the democ­ 
racy. But there must be no smaU views—no 
parsimony, no crab-like movement in the new 
régime. 
If we are to have a clearing out 
through legislative aid and a brand-new set of 
political officers from top to bottom of the 
municipal government, they must be men who 
understand the wants of the city and the 
wishes of 
the citizens, 
and who 
wiU 
not shirk the responsibiUty of large ex­ 
penditures for desirable public 
improve- 
menta 
The 
new repubUcan Bing wiU 
be answerable for tho future progress of the 
oity and for the general welfare and com­ 
fort of the people. Tho old Tammany Ring 
robbed the city of mUUons, but at the same 
time U was pushing us all forward to in­ 
creased prosperity. Its corruption was infa­ 
mous, but its progression and enterprise were 
remarkable. 
Under its rule wo had splendid 
avenues opened, handsome parks laid out, and 
were in a fair way of securing a viaduct raU- 
way through the city. We must have alj 
these desirable improvements from the new 
Bing, coupled with honesty and fidelity to 
public trusts. That is what the people of 
New York expect and demand ; and if the 
republican party, which now has supreme 
power in nation, State and oity, meets the 
popular sentiment in this respoct it will be 
welcome to a monopoly of the spoils for years 
to come.

P a tro n a g e o f A m e ric a n ' A rt. 
It is of importance to tho healthy develop­ 
ment of art in America that purchasers shall 
not allow their enthusiasm of foreign works to 
divert their attention from the merit which 
lies at hand needing encouragement We are 
induced to speak out frankly on this point at 
the outset of the art season, because wo have 
reason to know that while the auction room 
was patronized to an unwonted extent lost 
year the studios were comparatively neglected. 
In the midst of all the noise and glitter of a 
really brilliant art season the votaries of the 
palette were in too many cases wearily waiting 
in lonely (j^4jos for ^ e advent of some one who 
t 
willing lo help art and artists in a quiet, 
nnostentations way. We are willing to make 
every allowance for the weakness of human 
nature, and we recognize that it is much more 
gratifying to patronize art in a crowded and 
select company, where every one will talk 
of tho purchases, than to go to the studio 
and buy off the easel. 
Yet the latter is 
infinitely the better way. 
It is cheaper 
and 
exerts 
a 
wholesome 
influence 
by creating pleasnrable relations between 
artist and patron. It is well for the man of 
business to come in contact sometimes with 
those who gild life by the sunny influence of 
their genius. If this fact were better appre­ 
ciated the studios would have more visitors, 
and art exercise its educational and elevating 
influence more directly. We desire to see art 
intelligently patronized, and are ftilly con­ 
scious of the good which has been accom­ 
plished by the introduction of foreign works 
of merit. But we are also anxious that our 
native artists should receive the attention and 
encouragement which they deserve. 
The 
work they are doing now in the studios is for 
the most part marked by conscientious study 
and skilful technical work. 
It is to be 
hoped that the pabUc will mark their approval 
of these efforts by extending a Uberal and 
jndicioos support to onr native art

Mr., Lawrence received the regnlar demo­

direction, and that tho prounisee of poUticians 
given under Buoh circumstances are seldom to 
bo reUed npon.

We cautioned the people against -tfae oon*

and frauds, 
and wo 
are pleased to have evidence that our warning 
had the desired effect We were content to 
abide the verdict of the electors; bat we wero 
resolved that, so far as our influence could 
reach, that verdict should be inteUigently aud 
honestly rendered. As to the candidates them­ 
selves, we had no choice between them. As aa 
independent journal we strove to compel tho 
politicians to make good nominations on al^ 
sides, and, that point acoompUshed, we wero 
satisfied that, whichever party might win, tho 
interests of the oity would be iu safe keeping. 
In an interview with a representative of ono 
of the oity journals James O’Brien complaüm 
with some bitterness of the deceptions which, 
he claims, were practised upon him. He wa» 
cheated, he declares, on every side. The in­ 
spectors of election were all against him ; hia 
baUota were credited to his two opponents ; 
tho “Grant repubUcans” hoodwinked him into 
declining the regular democratic nomino* 
tion and then cheated him ; the Germans 
went back on him and voted for Havemeyer; 
the repubUcans gave him no money, bat 
mduoed him to get eight or ten thousand dol­ 
lars in debt; the Irish deserted him beoanao 
they thought he was going against Mr. Ker- 
nan; the English-edited, repubUoan, Enow 
Nothing organ treated him nnloirly after ho 
hod built it up aud put money in its pocket by 
furnishing it with information of the Ring 
frauds and manufacturing for it its reform 
thunder; tho office-holders cheated him bo* 
cause he refused to retain them in power 
should he be elected. In fact, James O’Briea 
complains that he has been defrauded all 
round ; but he is young and intends to adhero: 
to poUtios in spite of his present disoppoint- 
ment. When he next runs for office he will 
probably trust more to hia own merits and 
less to the hoUow promises of 
poUtioal 
hucksters.

Mr. Schouller, the bUllard table m anufacturer, 
says th at tliere Is no one mUsing from his cstub- 
llslim ent, and he, of course, canuot identify the 
body of the m urdered man. 
FIRST THEORIES OF THE TKAOBDT. 
There are num erous theories as to tho trag ed y 
and the victim , but in the absence of any identifi­ 
cation of him they are of very little consequence. 
It Is certain, however, th at tbo m urdered m an 
was a gentlem an of some standing and wealth. If 
anything can be Judged by bis clothing and general 
appearance. Ih o presence of a gold w atch Is the 
m ost singular feature of all, for it seem s hardly 
probable, if the m urder had been com m itted for 
robbery, tills would have rem ained nntouched. 
Probably the tragedy Is either tbe consequcnoe of 
an old grudge or the result of some angry dispute, 
and the cu ttin g up and subsequent dUpositlon of 
the rem ains w as of course simply to conceal the 
fact of the m nrder luelf. 
In this respect the aflWr Is n o t altogether differ­ 
en t from the W ebster-Parkm an tragedy, and it 
may yet tu rn out th a t both th e m u rd erer and the 
m urdered are m en of as much distinction as they 
wore. 
W hatever the cause, the m otive or tho 
m anner of tho tragedy. It is probable th at none 
save the victim and his assassin w ere present, for 
if there had been an assault of a serious n atu re of 
whioh others th an the particip an ts w ere cog­ 
nizant, th at fhct m ast have come to tbe police. 
TUB CLOTHING

welcome. Mr. Stanleys entered the hall ahoot half­ 
pest twelve, and was reoelved with hearty ohcers. 
Be was accompanied to the platform by Provost 
W. A. Uylics, who KCBlded; Mr. OeweU Living­ 
stone, the youngest eon of Dr. Livingstone; the 
MaglsuatcB and Town Conncil, the Water Commls- 
eioncrs, Mr. E. P. Dykes, Town Clerk; Mr. John 
Meek, -of Fortlaset; Mr. 8. 8. Robertson, Jr. of 
Lawbead; the Very Rev. Dean Henderson, Rev, 
Messrs. Danaher and Caig, Major Anstlne, Cap- 
■ ealns Simpson, Reith and Mackay; Drs. Nolsmitb, 
liondqn, Lennon, Marshall and Robertson; Messrs.

He had returned after an .ibscnco of seven­ 
teen years spent in missionary work and scicntlflc

ted, and wherever he went, from the metropolis to 
the humblest village, he was welcomed and 
honored. All vied In testifying their admiration 
for the Inrgc-bcarted and enterprising missionary, 
the fearless traveller and the modest Christian 
gentleman. (Applause.) You all know to whom 
these words arc appropriate; and many here will 
jemcnit er the reception which Dr. Livingstone re­ 
ceived in this town—a reception such as had not 
before been accorded to any one. The recollection 
cf that event and of the part which, as a member 
of this Council, I was then privileged to take In it, 
combined with the personal regard which 1 after­ 
wards formed for him, enhance exceedingly the 
pleasure 1 have in presiding on this most Interest­ 
ing occasion. (Applanse.) 
Again, aRer sixteen 
years, we arc met as a Council, surrounded by such 
a representation of the community as we never be­ 
fore were favored with, to do honor to another 
siaa whose name wUl not only be forever linked 
In after times with that of our townsman, Dr. 
UvlngHtcne, but will always be cited whenever 
is wanted an example of nobleness, bravery and 
svccess. (Applanse.) it Is not my duty to-day, 
aowcver wiUlng 1 might be, to follow the wander­ 
ings and history of the brave, good man who, six­ 
teen years ago, was enrolled a burgess here. I 
trust the day Is now near when he will retorn and 
deUght the world with his own narrative. (Ap- 
piauso.) Still, I cannot but advert to the deep in­ 
terest—the painful Interest, I mnst say—wblch 
guiing most of these long years has Invested bis 
name. 1 do not know that there ever was a man in 
whose own person and work there have centred so 
much of Interest and anxiety as in Dr. Uvingstonc. 
Mor do I know that there ever was such another 
case where hope so trlumpnantly hoped i^ lu st 
bopc. (Applause.) Ladies and gentlemen, fknow 
YOU win not blame me for saying so much of Dr. 
Livingstone, and so long delaying mention of our 
guest of to-day. To him r feel I need make no 
apology, for I know his own feeling In the matter, 
and I must say that 1 deem it one of tne noblest 
features of his character that, notwithstanding 
tbc brilliancy of lils own great achievement, be 
seems contented to stand in the shadow of Dr. 
Livingstone. (Loud apolauae.) 1 shall not detain

a much longer. 1 have a topic no donbt such as 
not oitcn accorded to a speaker, but I know too 
well and too truly your sympathies with the real 
tatisc of your presence to-day to occupy much more 
of your time. You are all familiar with the outlines 
of Mr. mauley's great and saccessful enterprise, 
and all Impatient to have these ontUnes filled 
up, 
as they 
will soon be from his own 
lips aud 
pen. 
it was a great enterprise, 
and I am safe to say that, when viewed in Its 
origin, Its conduct and Its result, it is the most won­ 
derful of the kind the world has ever seen. (Ap­ 
plause.) It was a great scene In nüütary history 
when, in the dreadful Indian mutiny, Sir Colin 
Camplicll was sent for by the Queen and entnisted 
With the military command there. He accented it 
at unce, and when asked how soon be could go he 
answered, “To-night;” and he went.

The one brave 
Bian, in hla loyalty to bis Hovereign and his 
country, accepted his command and went and 
conquered: and the other, loyal to tbc best feel­ 
ings or IÜH nature, took his orders, and with them 
took his life in hla hand and went, and be also 
triumphed.

1 must now advert to 
What, from being a palnfnl subject, has come to 
throw the groat work on Mr. Stanley Into even 
finer relief—I mean the scepticism with which his 
narrative was at first in some quarters received. 
There was but little of it here, as von know. Per- 
tmps our smaller geographical knowledge (a laugh) 
may account lor our greater fulth-perhaps oiir 
greater regard for Dr. Livingstone. (“Ifoar, hear,” 
nnd applause.) But that may rest. All arc now at 
one. and amends have been honorably made to our 
brave friend and graciously accepted.

I 
cannot well account for the association in my mind, 
for the cases are not quite parallel.

“passed by” Dr, Livingstone, unless, perhaps. It 
were the Chancellor of the Kxcheguor—(laugh­ 
ter)—but there seems to have been some amongst 
08 of BO lnten.se a patriotism that they were 
Inclined to “pass by’ the American who had 
wenturcd to reUevc our countryman. 
Turning 
to Mr, Btanley, tho Provost continued :-Mr. 
HUnlcy, the people of tnts town, cberlshing the 
togsrd they have always had for Dr. Uvlngstone, 
and pride in his association with the placs, were

believed that. If I could

As ws marched down with the exuberance

to the Hundar of UJlJl embowered in palms, and 
had Just caught slight glimpses of the dun brown- 
noss of the beehive village beneath, I looked and 
wondered, and said, “In which of these houses is 
tliat man—that being—that wbito man with the 
whiskers of which I have heard?” My men shouted. 
They partook of the enthusiasm which animated 
me-they shared In the hope that on this day 
would we see onr mission accomplished; and sud­ 
denly I heard a voice saying, “liood morning, sir.” 
Such a salutation, emanating from such a black 
and barbarous group, was of course most extraor­ 
dinary, and I therefore turned, with my cariosity 
at the highest pitch, and said, “Who are you, sir,” 
“I am 8^uze, the servant of Dr. Uvlngstone.” 
“What, is Dr. Uvlngstone here?” “Sure, sure, he 
is.” “Do you mean to say Dr. Livingstone Is in 
this village?” “Yes, 1 left him Just now.” “Good 
morning, sir,” said another one. 
“Hallo I who 
are you?” 
“My name is Jama.” 
“Are you 
Juma, the friend of Waikotanl?” “Yes,” says he. 
1 said to Base, “Run and tell Dr. Livingstone I am 
coming,” and he shot off like a madman, with bis 
turban traUlng behind him in tho breeze. We 
march on. We have arrived at a dense group of 
Arabs, wno are waiting onr arrival with the ut­ 
most expectation—the utmost curiosity. They de­ 
sire to hear of their friends who have fUlen in tho 
battles with Mlrambo, of ihe condition of their 
friends at Unyanyemoe, and, therefore, 1 have all 
these Arabs, all these black men, waiting for my 
arilval; and In the centre of that group is the 
, jro that I have been alter. As I see him 
n a faded blue cap, with a band of gold 
lace ronnd it, I ssy to myself, “The myth Is indeed 
a fact, and the fact is a living man,” and that Is 
“Dr. Livingstone, I presume.” (Laughter.) He 
said “Yes.” (Applause and Isnghtor.) The Joy 
that I experienced at that moment was also shared 
in by that white man with the gray whiskers, the 
report of whom I heard on the Melagarazl River. 
Yon seé the joy lighting up the man’s eye as he 
speaks that short English syllabio 
phrase, 
“Yes.” No longer to me was there anything of 
Interest excepting this white man. I longed to 
hear from his own Ups what he had done—how he 
bad passed bis days daring those many years after 
he had long been thought to be dead. So we sat 
together In that verandah, side by side. Tho Arabs 
were also there. They wished to survey him and 
me, and until the son hsdfaUen behind the western 
horizon, untU it had bathed tho whole blue barrier 
beyond the Tanganyika, until the great palm trees 
of UJUl were covered with darkness, there we sat— 
the myth, now a fact, and I. I Have been llsten- 
lug to his story, ami what a history I What a 
history of a man’s triumphs over tho sufferings 
that white men must experience in that country- 
what a history of privations, of dlfflcnltlesl 
You Bitting here cannot realize them. Go there 
and learn; go there and experience, Jnst for two 
weeks, what he has experienced tor the last 
thirty-five yeara (Applause.) And when that 
man tells yon the story, yon , of aU men 
will know how to appreciate It—will know 
then that It is a truthful history. After he has 
told you you will best know how to sympathize 
with him. I have brought to him a bundle of let­ 
ters containing news ol his home, news of hla fam- 
lly, news of hts friends, news of the great world 
of the white men: and seeing that he desires to 
read, I say to the Doctor, “You bad better retire 
and read these letters, and, while I wish you 
good night, permit me to hope that there Is notb- 
mg but good news for you.” And so we 
part In the morning he is toU of hla sto­ 
ries. “My friends are all welL my chUdren arc all 


deeply interested witnesses of the great enterprise 
you so nobly took in hand, so bravelv corilec'' 
through and so biilllanily and successfully com 
pletcd. The Town Council of Hamilton, knowing 
the reeling which the community enterulned, nna- 
uiinously resolved to express the admiration and 
the thanks of the corporation In the only way at 
their command—by iiresentlng you with the free­ 
dom of tbc burgh.

In 
our burgess roll your name will stand beslile many 
worthy wmes. If 1 mistake uot, the last Is the 
name of the brave oihcer wh< commanded our gal­ 
lant seventy-eighth in the Relief of Lucknow, 
(Applause.) Thu casket contains the cerilUcate of 
your citizenship, aud 1 can assure you that we 
shall cherish the name which 1 will n-k vou to in- 
acribe in our roll with feelings of the lilghcst honor 
•nd regard. The Provost coucludod amid loud and 
prolonged cheering. 
The l»ox enclosing the burgess ticket Is of silver, 
and oblong in form, ornamented with the arms of 
tlie burgh ol Uanillton, engraved in the centre of a 
brightly polished shield surrounded with a baud of 
Scotch thistles in relief on a frosted ground. 
At the request of the Provost, Mr. SUuley In­ 
scribed his name In the register of burgesses.

1 had only heard 
bim spoken of with reverence and with deep 
sdmiratiOD and sincere regard.

happy, the world is going along os hsual; but 
what changes I” I must congratulate him. And 
so day bv * y glides past while I alt listening to his 
tory: ft is so interesting that althoagb, so far 
IB the terms of Mr. Bennett’s commlssron to me 
extended, I may, at the close of a week, say, “Mv 
dear Dr. Livingstone,n>ermit me to wish you good- 
by; 1 have done my duty; I have nothing more 
todohere”—(applause)—the man has so taught 
me to love him, so taught me to admire him, that I 
cannot part with him without finding out what 
I can do further tor him. And I say, “Doctor, there 
Is one thing which your friends the Royal Geo­ 
graphical Society wish yon to perform, ana that Is 
to discover the connection between the Lake Tan­ 
ganyika and the Albert Nyaoza, and so to solve the 
problem which puzzles the geographers at home.” 
“What, do they attach so much Importance to 
that?” “Indeed they do.” “I never thought it of 
much Importance, bnt if they want me to go there 
I shall most reailliy do so.” 'nicse very expressions 
toll you the kind or man whom you have delighted 
to honor, the kind of man whom you are proud to 
call a townsman. (Applause.) I ask yon. gentle­ 
men—you with brawny arms and stalwart frames— 
I ask you what yon would have done had yon been 
battling with the savages of Africa for six years and 
then found the means to go home? You would 
have Bstd, “My dear Mr. Stanley, I am very glad to 
800 you. I will go home directly.” (laughter 
and 
applause.) 
But 
he 
does 
not. 
“If 
they expect this of me I shall certainly 
go.” 
There you see the principle 
which 
has governed the man through his life—there you 
see his self-abnegatlon, his self-denial. He says- 
"If they think I should go I shall certainly do so.” 
The man has forgotten that he has been out six 
years, and that he has done enough to merit the 
reward which hla countrymen are so anxious to 
give him. Most men would have said so. But uo, 
he, with all the enthnsiasm of a schoolboy, or of 
a young warrior bounding on to the battle-field. 
Bays—“1 am ready whenever you are.” “Very 
well, then, Doctor, suppose we go to-morrow?” “I 
am ready.” After that we go to Tanganyika, and 
there Is no necessity forme to donbt that the whole 
thing will turn out a success, since I have Dr. 
Livingstone at my side. (Applause.) Alter resolv­ 
ing the proiilem of Tanganyika we make our way 
to i nyaii.vemfre, and there I leave him, bnt with a 
promise that the message he has charged me to de­ 
liver shall be delivered faitUfully; that the Jour­ 
nals he has consigned to my care shall be consigned 
to the one whom he has commanded mo to give 
them to; that the mission he has asked ot me sliall 
be lulflUed, I go, inspired by the thought that 
the old man wtll be rttting day altvr day, week 
Biter week and month after month In the veran­ 
dah of that house In Unyanyembe. which I know 
BO well, thinking and hoping and praying that 
I may reach the coast safe an i well, and that the 
men ho has desired me to send to him will reach 
him in time, counting the days—aud the days seem 
long to him. He has rested at Unyanyembe the 
same time as I rested when that cloud overcast 
me—when 1 lingered there, on account of the war 
with Mlrambo, three months, and sat In that 
verandah looking at tho liiUs before me, and ever 
wishing that something would come up In order to 
Impel me into action. And so. Impelled onward 
by the thought of the man who is waiting for me, 
I march from Unyanyembe to Zanzibar in thirty-five 
days, whereas It took me ninety-two days to go up. 
And there I hear that the Mend whom he has charged 
me to commnntcate with as soon as I shonhl arrive 
in ft civilized countiy-Slr Roderick Murchlson-ls 
dead. Before 1 left Zanzibar I had the happiness 
to send him that relief, those Bupplles, those little 
Inxurles, which will comfort him on the way; and, 
better than all, the men who will escort him to 
those regions he desires to discover, and where he 
desires to complete the duties set down for him 
by his now dead Mend. And so I came irom 
Zanzibar, after having done mv duty to the Doctor. 
1 came to SeycbeUes. to Aden and to Marseilles, 
and I then for the first time heard how the English 
people regarded my mission. 
Up till this time I 
bad been flattering myself with tho hope that at 
least the Americans would give inc credit for 
having done my duty, and I thought thatj^^Mhaps,

(Applaase.) But the reeling to which Ihsvere- 
lerred, ladies and genUemeu, was only momentary; 
it has all died sway now. (Applause.) We re­ 
ceive cofiimnnlcatlous from Dr. Livingstone pretty 
regnlsrlynow, and knowing, as I do, the country 
which he la going through, being able to msrch 
alter him, i« toacy, day araar day, as he plods on­ 
ward to Kataoga, I think T may promioe you that 
tefore this season in M74 you will see Dr. Uvlng- 
tione in HamiUon. (AppUnse.) That he wlU «die 
IS Ifiuwesible.

In 
fhe first place, I was not a man to hear 
Dr. Ltvtngstone’B atory. To hear these grntle- 
msn at Brighton talking about their theories 
conoemlng the soerce of the Nile I Theortes, my 
dear ladies and gentlemen, what will tbeoitcs avail 
against posltlre fticts ? 1 find that there are ge­ 
ographers who can mannfacture mountains with 
a BlDiater tar brush any time they like—(a laugh)— 
but Dr. Livingstone, after thirty-five years’ hard 
labor, has never yet been able to remove the 
slightest ant hill, let alone a monntain. You wiU 
see, tjryon biiy Keith Johnston’s latest map, that 
he has drawnrfwlth a vlndictlveaess which I can­ 
not uttderstahd at all, as If he were determined to 
dispute. Dr. Uvlngstone—an enormous range of 
mounialDS, stretching from latitude four oorth to 
four south, lu order to say, “Now, Dr. Uvlng­ 
stone, I have got yon. You cannot run tho river 
over that mountain.” 
(Laughter.) Well, now, 
what does it matter to Dr. Uvlngstone which way 
the Lnalaba ruusv ix it runs to the Congo be will 
come and say it is the Congo; if it runs to the Nile 
he will tell you It is the Nile. Yon accept It Just as 
you like. 
And really he taught me to bow 
down in silence to tho criUcisms that were passed 
upon mo tn Brighton. He said, “What does it 
matter, my dear fellow; they will never change 
the course of the river, let them criticise 
as much as they like.” 
(Laughter.) 
And I 
beUeve it. But in order to show Mr. Keith John­ 
ston that 1 am not going to have the range of 
mountalus so drawn as to prevent the Lnalaba from 
flowing Into the Nile, 1 have <)raw4 that range quite 
the other way— (laughter) —In order to prove to Mr. 
Keith Johnston that, if he can mannfacture moun­ 
tains, 1 can also do it—(laughter)—in order to 
prove to Mr. Keith Johnston that, if be oan 
bring the Lualaba Into the Congo, I oan also, with 
the same case and rapidity, bring It to the Nile. 
(Renewed laughter.) When it comes to theories 
why you and I can Indulge In any vain lañóles we 
like. Hut I ask you to consider, to analyze the 
motives that undorlle this adverse criticism, and 
doing so you will come to see, as 1 saw, that they 
are born of hostility and of opposition; they are 
born in tho easy chair, and what do people care for 
them? Hero Is onr venerable-looklug friend Con- 
snre Bunknm. He sits In a Britlsh-mado easy 
chair, padded most boauUfully. 
He has got 
his celling, I dare say, painted with frescoes, which 
are also Introduced ronnd the walls of bis library, 
where he delighto to ponder over the huge tomes 
of science. Oh, be Is a terrible looking savan I You 
can tell that by a glimpse at Ids bead; and I for 
one would not dare to open one of these huge 
tomes lest I should find something that would per­ 
plex me awfully. (lAingbter.) But when he shakes 
that ponderous head with all the awe, all the posi­ 
tive dogmatism of a Jupiter, wto> cannot be mis­ 
taken In whatever he may say—why, then, poor 
little me; I must tremble, I snppose. (Laughter.) 
No; because knowing that truth wlU prevail, I 
know tnat whatever our friend Censure Bunkum 
In Ills venerable head may Imagine, it Mdll be as 
nothing against Livingstone’s assertion when he 
comes home.

1. (Applause.) And we had another one, 
our friend Mr. Cad Junior, who came on the plat­ 
form at Brighton and said, “Mr. Stanley, may fask 
you, before this audience, why Dr. Livingstone 
settles in this arbitrary manner that the Nile starts 
St latitude 12 south?” (A laugh.) But my dear 
friend, Mr. Cad Junior, yon know, has not listened 
to my tale. He does not understand what I have 
told him. Those classical names that 1 have filled 
his brain with, have all passed. Ue does not think 
of them, but he thinks ne ought to have something 
to say adverse to Dr. Livingstone. WelL then, 1 
said to the ladles and genUemen of Brighton, Just 
as I would say to you, ladies and gentlemen, “1 
positively do not understand the question.” if Dr. 
Livingstone has marched from the place where the 
river was born, from that glorious range of the Serra 
Mackslgua, in Lunda, away by 70 degrees of latitude, 
and still hears of it going onward, flowing serene 
and grand on its northerly oourse towards the Nile, 
this river can be none other than the Nile. The only 
Is not why Dr. Livingstone 
the source of the Nile at lo 
.1 question, for a reply to whioti 
you and I must wait, U whether these altitudes are 
correct ? It these altitudes are correct, then the 
Lnalaba cannot be tho Nile, bnt if Dr. Livingstone’s 
altitudes are wrong the Lnalaba mnst be the Nile. 
I have not the slightest doubt that it la the Nile, 
only bis barometers and thermometers are not 
quite BO new as when he started by the Rovnma 
River. Bnt, ladles and gentlemen, I am not going 
to detain you, because I Intend to tell a magniff- 
oont story to-ntght; only I have one more friend 
that I mnst attend to. 
Did yen never bear of a 
gentleman who, something like twelve years ago, 
started to discover a lake called Ngaml, and spent 
£•2,000 on the expedition ? Ho set out for Africa 
with all the enthusiasm of Knropeans going to that 
land; be got half way there and then turned 
back. 
Those little villages which yon and I 
don't care that abont—(the lecturer here snap- 
his 
fingers)—he has set down with 
most astronomical precision, 
but that 
which ho set out to do was neglected. 
He 
went to discover IjSke Ngaml, and he spent £2,ooo 
on it. Now, almost about the same time, Dr. Liv­ 
ingstone was coming forward round tn the Kala­ 
hari Desert, and be discovered Lake Ngaml. He 
did discover it. And the first news this gentleman 
hears after hlB arrival in England, after Living­ 
stone bad gone to Loando, anu bad orossed the Af­ 
rican Continent to Qnllomane, is that Ngaml has 
been tound. 
And this gentlsman aay^ “Con­ 
found that oM-maii I -Be has discovered Lake 
Ngaml. Thatwhloh 1 tolled to do he has done.” 
Ever since then that gentleman has been sys- 
tomatically opposed to Livingstone, and, of course, 
he of all others mnst dispute me If I dared nphoid 
tbc theories of Dr. Uvlngstone. When 1 have told 
him my story, and defended Dr. Livingstone 
from the nnklnd criticisms that had been passed 
upon him by that gentleman and bis ilk, he 
says, with the most charming suavity In the world, 
“wc are much obliged to Mr. Stanley, but we 
do not want sensational stories; we want facts.” 
(Laughter and applause.) Such tocts, I suppose, 
as he brought about these unknown villages—abont 
a little village that to-day la and to-morrow is no 
more, bearing one of those classical names away 
down by the Kalahari Desert. Now, that gentle­ 
man also disputed that I should get the medal. 
Well, of course, it was only a piece of the opposi­ 
tion. He is consistent there, anyhow. Oat, fortu­ 
nately, the Royal Geograrhers are not all like him. 
The Royal Geograpliers are not all easy-chalr 
geographers—not a bit of It. Yon will find some 
of them penetrating China, some of them in South 
Africa, in Central AMca, In Mecca, In Mesopo­ 
tamia; you will find others at Nineveh, others in 
Chlucso Tartary, and others in Turklstan. These 
we may not coll easy-chair geographers. 
We 
only call easy-chalr geographers those who 
theorize about African geography, who know 
not the diltorence between unyanyembe and 
UJIJi; who know not the difference between the 
Lake Nyassa and tho Lake Victoria Nyanza, who 
know not the dlltoreuce between Lake Victoria 
Nyanza and Lake Albert Nyaiiza, between tho 
Loechi River and the Lokal River, and who, with­ 
out having been within four thousand miles of the 
place, feel themselves perfectly competent, sitting 
lu their easy chairs at home, to settle everything 
respecting East African and Central African geo­ 
graphy. Now, gentlemen, my feelings are changed. 
I have forgiven the suave and smooth and smiling 
gentleman who said he did not want any sensa­ 
tional stories. I have forgiven the gentleman who 
said the Lualaba must end in a marsh. I have for­ 
given the gentleman who drew that sluister range 
of mountains along eight degrees of latitude.

AU 
knew the reason thst In this town they so exceed­ 
ingly appreciated the great aoblevements of Mr. 
Stanley. (Cheers.) It would have been remiss if they 
had failed to pay all the honor they could lo him, and 
to omit doing so would have been Impossible in that 
commnmty, for if the Town Council bad not taken 
np the matter, the public themselves would have 
taken the Initiative. (Applause.) Mr. Stanley by 
his heroic achievements had recommcmlcd himself 
to all the world, and to eveiy one who loved and 
admired gallant deeds.

J ^ e s Bruce when ho came back from Abyssinia? 
When he tofd yon tnat he saw live bullocks pros­ 
trated on the ground, and stoaks cnt out of their 
living bodies, and when he told yon that he saw 
that eaten and the wound plastered over again you 
greeted him with the load and universal gnffaw. 
(Laughter.) For eighteen years poor James Broce 
kept his MSS. to himself. He would not write It, 
becanse, though Ue did write it, he said, “1 may as 
well drive a naU Into an anvil as sense Into these 
people.” He was a Scotchman. Then why should 
I feel jealous ? why should 1 feel angry or in any 
way hurt ? Then there was that poor Prenchmau, 
Rend CallUo-ono of the greatest travellers, ex­ 
cepting Dr, Livingstone, who have ever set foot in 
Africa. He crossed the Continent of Africa, aud he 
told you that the Desert of Sahara was not all 
one grand expanse of sand.

When we start from onr camp in the morning, and 
give the word to march, it ladMiBp, tremp, tramp 
In dead silence, in Indian fller'fiiroagh the forest.

the great forest rings with tho chorus. When toe 
song is ended we go on In that silent Indian file again 
tin perhaps we sight a village.

And the way to find that out is to break into song. 
The natives hear the strains. If they are Irlendfy 
they come out and Join us; if they are hostUo they 
shut the doors, and as we file past the wicket and 
the fences we zee the scowling toces behind the 
palisades. Then wc get into camp, “Now, boys,” 
I say, “Pitch the tent and let ns have a cup of tea.” 
That tea Is all our refreshment. It is onr beer, onr 
cbaropagne and onr wine; and after the tea we 
Ue down on the katanda, take 
smoke. After a smoke we take ont onr no 
and make a.record of everything we have fonnd 
ont onr pipes and 
note books 
ont on the road. That would probably take an 
hour or half an hour. It Is hard work, and yon 
tool so vexed with yourself that It reqnlres consid­ 
erable ooauaaad to go on with the duty. Any 
man who oohld keep a correct diary after maroh- 
Ing every day deserves very hlgn commenda­ 
tion. It has been said that Dr. Livingstone kept no 
notes and no observations. Now I uow I used 
to see Livingstone tako his note book almost 
every night, and how often during the thirty-five 
years he had been doing that—over and over 
again—I cannot tell. It might, perhaps, lo<to to 
you rather silly tor any person to write 
“Marched seven hours, course 8.8.W.;” “Marched 
three and a half hours, course N.N.B.,” and write 
certain remarks, as “Forest, mnch game, tnmblcd 
over a buffalo, rolled over an elephant, shot a 
grouse, stuck a pig,” and so on. (Langhter.) Yon 
assuclate all these together, and when yon come 
to write your book these are llvlug tocts. Yon sec 
that a chain of association immediately rnns 
throngh the mind as yon call them np, and things yon 
do not think of at aU while yon were putting down 
your notes you remember lost as clearly as the 
moment they transpired.

Excellent results have 
been obtained, through the efforts of army engi­ 
neers, with projects for harbor defenee, which con­ 
sist of earthen barbette batteries strong enough 
to resist the mammotli projectiles of m odern iron, 
dads m ounted with guns delivering a fire of equal 
or greater weight. The guns are protected from 
Injury from direct, flank or slightly cared fire, ex­ 
cept a t the moment of firing, by being lowered be­ 
hind the parapet after each discharge, though a satis- 
/actory carriage for such purpose is not yet secured. 
Channel obstructions and torpedoes are valuable 
accessories to harbor defence, though helpless 
without the protection of heavy batteries. The 
torpedo experim ents of the engineers are so far 
successful as to determ ine the proper system to bo 
adopted, and a recommendation is made for means 
to begin the aocumuiatlon and storage of torpedo 
m aterial tor the defence of New York and other 
Im portant harbors. 
The system of the Inspection of disbursing offi­ 
cers’ acconnts and frinds, promlsi-d in the lost re­ 
port. is m cntloued as p ut into operation, every 
army disbursing officer being now subject to fre­ 
quent inspection and verification of balances, and 
an inspector in each district held responsible tor all 
defalcations th at proper vigilance on his part 
could prevent.

Postal Redaction Between France and 


the United States. 


It is announced in a Paris journal that the 


French government has consented to reduce 
the rate of postage to America, with, reciproc- 
ity of free transit. 
We suppose this free 


transit TOMTIT of the mails destined for other 
countries and passing over French territory. 
Both tfrig concession and that of a consider- 
able reduction in the rates of postage will be 
gratifying to Americans who travel so much 
abroad and who have a very large amount of 
letter communication with' all the countries 
bordering France, as well as with France itself. 
There should, in fact, be the most free in- 
tercourse possible between the two friendly 
Republics. It should extend to the question of 
tonnage dues, which we recently noticed; to 
the tariff, to shipping and navigation and 
other matters, as wall as to postal arrange- 
ments. There is little rivalry, comparatively, 
between France and the United States in their 
products. Each one produces a great d«nl 
that the other does cot, and each one needs 
tbe productions of the other. Then, besides 
the mutual commercial advantages of free and 
liberal intercourse, &ere is an ancient friend- 
ship, and now a similarity of institutions, to 
bind the two Bepnblics together. 
We recom- 


mend President Tbiers and our government to 
promote in every way possible this liberal 
reciprocity, for it will have the best eSsct both 
commercially and politically.

Tbe Municipal Election—The Future 


Power In New fork. 


The result of last Tuesday's election not 


only completes the revolution commenced a 
year ago in the government of New York city, 
but renders it almost certain that the political 
complexion of tbe metropolis will undergo an 
entire change, and that for the next ten years 
the large majorities heretofore rolled up for 
the democracy will be transferred to the re- 
publican side. It is true that Mr. Havemeyer 
has been chosen Mayor by a small plurality, 
and that the united democratic vote is some 
thirty thousand above the republican vote in a 
poll of only about one hundred and thirty-five 
thousand. But the enormous power of the 
citypatronage was divided in the recent contest; 
some of the municipal departments being on 
one side, some on the other, and some taking 
no active part in tho straggle. There were 
also jealousies, suspicions and rival interests 
among the city officials which prevented any 
of those powerful combinations by means of 
which the Tammany leaders made themselves 
for so many years invincible. 
All this will 


soon be changed. The republicans now hold 
possession of every important office in the 
city government, and have the means of ob- 
taining supreme control of every depart- 
ment not already in satisiaetory 
hands. 


They will soon be armed with the very weap- 
ons so effectively used by the former demo- 
cratic managers, and there is no reason to 
suppose that they will not handle them with a 
skill fully equal to that displayed by their pred- 
ecessors in power. It is a popular error to 
suppose that New York is necessarily a demo- 
cratic city on account of her large foreign 
population. Experience shows that the emi- 
grant who remains in a city is apt to attach 
himself to the party in power. He necessa- 
rily fells first into their hands. He finds all 
the authorities with whom he is brought into 
contact politically of the same way of think- 
ing, and his self-interest or the natural dispo- 
sition to be on the strongest side generally 
controls Ms decision in his choice of party 
association. 
The patronage of the pickaxe 


and spade is a powerful political propagandist. 
What is known as the "dangerous element" in 
a metropolis also sets toward the party that 
holds possession of the government and wields 
the power of the police and the Courts. The 
republican politicians and their organs have 
been accustomed for political effect to charge 
ike New York democracy with the fellow- 
ship of all the notoriously bad 
char- 


acters 
of 
the 
ciiy, and 
every carica- 


turist on the same side has adopted ths 
stale idea of portraying Tammany democrats 
with cropped hair, low brows, broken noses 
and vicious mouths ; but it is well known that 
these gentry are invariably to be found on the 
side best able to pay for their services in pri- 
maries and at the polls. In Philadelphia, for 
example, which, comparatively with her size, 
is a more ruffianly city than New York, the 
bulk of the disreputable characters are hangers- 
on of the republican organization, because the 
republicans are there in power. 
There is, 


therefore, every reason to believe that the 
"foreign element" and the "dangerous ele- 
-menv--and the 'lower classes" in fKig city, 
all of which we hove been taught to regard as 
the bulwarks of the New York democracy, will 
turn bodily over to the republicans as soon as 
all the city patronage is concentrated in the 
hands of the latter, and will give the new re- 
publican municipal Ring as powerful a sup- 
port as they have heretofore given to the old 
democratic municipal King. 


Certainly no party has ever before been so 


completely master of the situation in the 
metropolis as Is the republican reform party 
to-day. Its power is enormous beyond prece- 
dent, and must soon swallow up the few crumbs 
that yet remain to the routed democracy. 
Already it has Mr. Havemeyer for Mayor, Mr. 
Green in the Ifinance Department, Colonel 
Stebbins in the Department of Public Parks, 
Franz Sigel in the Register's office, Mr. Van. 
Norc in the Department of Public Works, 
Judges Davies and Barrett on the Supreme 
Court bench, Judge Sutherland in the General 
Sessions, Judge Van Voorst in the Superior 
Court and Mr. Phelps in the District Attor- 
ney's office, in possession of all the pigeon- 
holed indictments, and with his fingers thus 
on the throats of the principal ward politi- 
cians and electioneering bullies all over the 
city. Above all this they have the State Legis- 
lature, Senate and Assembly and the Governor, 
aTid thus hold the key to the possession of 
every other city department, big and little. 
The Legislature irfll not be as H was 
last 'Winter, for the 
republican major- 


ity is now a solid administration major- 
ity, without a 
sorehead 
or 
dissatisfied 


politician in its ranks. The new Presidential 
term commences on the 4th of next March, 
about the time the Legislative session is draw- 
ing to a close, and pijriy loyalty -will be a 
virtue zealously displayed by the representa- 
tives at Albany. Their first business will be to 
re-elect United States Senator Boscoe Conkling, 
whose gallant services in the campaign against 
the artful intrigues of his republican asso- 
ciate contributed so largely to the splendid 
victory in the Empire State, and who will go 
' 


back to Washington covered with honor and 
glory. 
Their next business will be to so 


amend oor present ciiy charter as to vacate ! 
e*ci_j department not now in ihorowgblv ' 
friendly and reliable hands, aad to fill it : 
with liiear own political frisada. There wall 
be -DO more temporizing or hesitation abaci 
112s work. Before the beginning of March the 
republicans wifl hold fnfl possession of the 
Police Department, retaining only Comiais- 
soner Smith, who has worked with them dur- 
ing the recent campaign. They will take, in

Education and the Department of Bocks, for 
the sterling honesty and brilliant efficiency r>i 
that important department will not dstsr ihe 
victors from sweeping it into their net, with 
the rest of the booly.

can side. At the next election for Sheriff and 
County Clerk both of these offices will, in all 
probability, fall into the bauds of straight 
republicans ; for the party will no longer 
need trades and bargains with bolting demo- 
crats, and it will be almost Impossible to 
defeat its candidates. It has shrewdly used 
democratic quarrels to secure the coveted prize 
of the government of New York city, and it 
will now carry off from its broken and de- 
moralized opponent the bulk of his once 
unterrifiei army. 


It makes little difference to the citizens of 


New York by what set of politicians they may 
ba governed, so long as they are governed 
honestly and well. There 13 no good reason 
why the republicans should not take all the 
offices while they have the opportunity and 
thus make themselves masters of the whole 
municipal government. An undivided respon- 
sibility will be better for the people than a 
divided responsibility. 
Let our new rulers be 


wise, liberal and honorable in their policy, and 
no one will regret the downfall of the democ- 
racy. But there must be no small views—no 
parsimony, no crab-like movement in the new 
regime. 
If we are to have a clearing out 


through legislative aid and a brand-new set of 
political officers from top to bottom of ths 
municipal government, they must be men who 
understand the wants of the city and the 
wishes of the citizens, 
and who will 


not shirk the responsibility of large ex- 
penditures for desirable ptibb'c improve- 
ments. 
The 
new republican Ring will 


be answerable for the future progress of the 
ciiy and for the general welfare and com- 
fort of the people. The old Tammany Ring 
robbed the city of millions, but at the same 
time it was pushing us all forward to in- 
creased prosperity. 
Its corruption was infa- 


mous, but its progression and enterprise were 
-remarkable. Under its rule we had splendid 
avenues opened, handsome parks laid out, and 
were in a fair way of securing a viaduct rail- 
way through the city. We must have all 
these desirable improvements from the new 
Ring, coupled with honesty and fidelity to 
public trusts. That is what the people of 
New York expect and demand; and if the 
republican party, which now has supreme 
power in nation, State and city, meets the 
popular sentiment in this respect it will be 
welcome to a monopoly of the spoils for years 
to come. 


Patronage of American Art*

was patronized to an unwonted extent last 
year the studios were comparatively neglected. 
In the midst of all the noise and glitter of a 
really brilliant art season the votaries of the 
palette were in too many cases wearily waiting 
in lonely studios for the advent of some one who 
was willing to help art and artists in a qniet, 
unostentatious way. We are willing to make 
every allowance for the weakness of human 
nature, and we recognize that it is much more 
gratifying to patronize art in a crowded and 
select company, where every one will talk 
of the purchases, than to go to the studio 
and buy off the easeL 
Yet the latter is 


infinitely the better way. 
It is cheaper 


and 
exerts 
a 
wholesome 
influence 


by creating pleasurable relations between 
artist and patron. It is well for the man of 
business to come in contact sometimes with 
those who gild life by the sunny influence of 
their genius. If this fact were better appre- 
ciated the studios would have more visitors, 
and art exercise its educational and elevating 
influence more directly. We desire to see art 
intelligently patronized, and are fully con- 
scious of the good which has been accom- 
plished by tie introduction of foreign works 
of merit. But we are also anxious tiat our 
native artiste should receive the attention and 
encouragement which they deserve. 
The 


work they are doing now in the studios is for 
the most part marked by conscientious study 
and skilful technical work. 
It is to be 


hoped that the public wfll mark their approval 
of these efforts by extending a liberal and 
judicious support to our native art.

When General Howard 
first opened negotiations with Cochise the chief 
insisted that all troops be prevented from operating 
against him, and to this end General Howard pro- 
ceeded to Apache Pass, sixty miles distant, leaving 
Captain Sladen, of his staff, as hostage against at- 
tack upon Cocnise camps. The Indians were willing 
and even anxious to go upon a reservation, and 
promised to do everything in their power to de- 
serve the good will of. the government, bnt did not 
wisnto leave their present locality. Cochise re- 
garded the proposed transit of the railroad through 
the reservation set apart for him with plea- 
sure, saying he would guard it, as it would 
bring Him into communication with friends he 
has at the North. He never denied any depreda- 
tions or murders committed brhis band, but justi- 
fied them on the ground that there was at that 
time war between his people and the whites. For 
nearly an heur Cochise and his people urged that 
General Howard should return and give them an 
account of what the 
Great Father decided

compliments Congress by remarking that the army 
legislation of last session was so complete tbat 
little room is left for legislative recommendation. 
The most important suggestion is for the estab- 
lishment of a military prison system in place of the 
present arrannement of sending army convicts to 
State penitentiaries, where punishments are 
neither nnllorm nor salutary. The Secretary had 
the whole subject investigated last year, and is 
satisfied that military prisons are not only far less 
costly than the present system bnt are beneficial to 
the prisoner, and would save the loss of self- 
respect entailed upon a man caged for a purely 
military 
offence 
with 
thieves 
and 
male- 


factors. The Secretary also urges the enactment 
of a code of specific punishments for specified 
crimes and offences common to army life, the 
present custom of leaving punishment to the dis- 
cretion of courts martial being so unsystematic that 
a soldier is liable to get two or ten-years' confine- 
ment -before different Courts for precisely the 
same offence. The President, or other reviewing 
authority, being invested with full "pardoning and 
commuting powers, there is no occasion for wiue 
discretion in courts martial. 


Desertions are reported as greatly fallen off the 


past year,, under the influence of the law increasing 
the pay and tlie improved system of paying the 
troops, aided by other arrangements for the in- 
creased comfort and welfare or the soldier. 


The Secretary renews the recommendation that 


the extra lieutenant allowed to each regiment 
in the army be dispensed with as vacancies 
occur, thereby saving $160,000 a year on officers 
whose duties might advantageously be discharged 
t>y detail. He calls attention to the recommenda- 
tion of heads of staff corps asking that their corps 
3e opened to promotion by the repeal or modifica- 
tion of the prohibitory act of isra, and indirectly 
advises the raising of the intellectual standard of 
admission to West Point by attributing the large 
number of failures of cadets to graduate to the 
iresent low standard. The Secretary recommends 
ihesaleof a large number of now useless arsenals 
in the South and elsewhere, and the establishment 
ofa general arsenal of construction on the Atlantic 
slope and another on the Pacific. Tbese arsenals, 
with that already at Bock Island, in the Mississippi 
Valley, would efficiently meet the wants of the ser- 
vice in time of need.

The system of the inspection of disbursing offi- 


cers' accounts and funds, promised in the last re-

The reservation set aside by General Howard for 


tne nomadic Apaches under Cochise is the extreme 
southeast corner of Arizona, embracing about 
sixty miles square. Apache Pass is included, ana 
the Texas Pacific Railroad will run through one 
corner of it. There is only one white settler 
on the section and he is the station keeper 
at 
Bulpaur Spring. 
The only other white 


settlement 
on the 
proposed reservation is 


the gold mine in Apache Pass, which has been 
abandoned for over a year. When General Howard 
first opened negotiations with Cochise the chief 
insisted that all troops be prevented from operating 
against him, and to this end General Howard pro- 
ceeded to Apache Pass, sixty miles distant, leaving 
Captain Sladen, of his staff, as hostage against at- 
tack upon Cocnise camps. The Indians were willing 
and even anxious to go upon a reservation, and 
promised to do everything in their power to de- 
serve the good will of. the government, bnt did not 
wisnto leave their present locality. Cochise re- 
garded the proposed transit of the railroad through 
the reservation set apart for him with plea- 
sure, saying he would guard it, as it would 
bring Him into communication with friends he 
has at the North. He never denied any depreda- 
tions or murders committed brhis band, but justi- 
fied them on the ground that there was at that 
time war between his people and the whites. For 
nearly an heur Cochise and his people urged that 
General Howard should return and give them an 
account of what the 
Great Father decided

compliments Congress by remarking that the army 
legislation of last session was so complete tbat 
little room is left for legislative recommendation. 
The most important suggestion is for the estab- 
lishment of a military prison system in place of the 
present arrannement of sending army convicts to 
State penitentiaries, where punishments are 
neither nnllorm nor salutary. The Secretary had 
the whole subject investigated last year, and is 
satisfied that military prisons are not only far less 
costly than the present system bnt are beneficial to 
the prisoner, and would save the loss of self- 
respect entailed upon a man caged for a purely 
military 
offence 
with 
thieves 
and 
male- 


factors. The Secretary also urges the enactment 
of a code of specific punishments for specified 
crimes and offences common to army life, the 
present custom of leaving punishment to the dis- 
cretion of courts martial being so unsystematic that 
a soldier is liable to get two or ten-years' confine- 
ment -before different Courts for precisely the 
same offence. The President, or other reviewing 
authority, being invested with full "pardoning and 
commuting powers, there is no occasion for wiue 
discretion in courts martial. 


Desertions are reported as greatly fallen off the 


past year,, under the influence of the law increasing 
the pay and tlie improved system of paying the 
troops, aided by other arrangements for the in- 
creased comfort and welfare or the soldier. 


The Secretary renews the recommendation that 


the extra lieutenant allowed to each regiment 
in the army be dispensed with as vacancies 
occur, thereby saving $160,000 a year on officers 
whose duties might advantageously be discharged 
t>y detail. He calls attention to the recommenda- 
tion of heads of staff corps asking that their corps 
3e opened to promotion by the repeal or modifica- 
tion of the prohibitory act of isra, and indirectly 
advises the raising of the intellectual standard of 
admission to West Point by attributing the large 
number of failures of cadets to graduate to the 
iresent low standard. The Secretary recommends 
ihesaleof a large number of now useless arsenals 
in the South and elsewhere, and the establishment 
ofa general arsenal of construction on the Atlantic 
slope and another on the Pacific. Tbese arsenals, 
with that already at Bock Island, in the Mississippi 
Valley, would efficiently meet the wants of the ser- 
vice in time of need. 


Under the late act of Congress requiring the

The system of the inspection of disbursing offi-

Yesterday afternoon Coroner Young held an In- 


quest at the City Hall in the case of Mr. Luther 
C. Gallagher, the broker, who was almost iustanti/- 
killed on the afterno™ of the 29th ult. by a scant- 
ling falling on his head from the fllth story of tb.ec 
Draxel building, now In course ot erection cornerof 
Wall and Broad streets. Below will be found a 
synopsis of the testimony elicited and the verdict 
of the jury. 


Joseph S. Gallagher, father of tho deceased, liv- 


ing in Bloomtletil, N. J., testified that he saw his 
son last abaut one o'clock on the afternoon of tha 
29thultimo;-heard soon artenvanw that lie had 
been kilted, but knew nothing of the circumstance* 
attending his death except by hearsay; think. 
there was no protection in the way of a fenea 
around the building ot Drexel & Co., Wall street, 
corner ol Broad street. 


Kenben Wells, a builder, and at present superin- 


tending the erection of Urexel'.s bunding, corner ot 
« all and Broad streets, was there at the time of 
the aeadent; was toid there had been an accident; 
saw blood on the pavement; think the scantunir 
loll from the fllth floor; have often warned 
the men to be carelnl about accident;- dun 
not in this case put men on the pavement 
to warn passers by of danger, have since placed & 
barrier about the building, by censent ol the Oan- 
tain of Police. In tearing down the old bnildingr 
we had some protection, so that people in nassuiE 
were compelled to go into the street; alter 'th? 
building was torn down there wjs a fence place* 
around the building, which remained there somfr 
time; all the necessary precautions for the preven- 
tion of accidents both Inside and outside the 
building were taken; I consider the killing of Mr. 
Gallagher to have been quite accidental; Mr^ 
Cornell is the contractor for the iron wort- 
Jeremrah Smith was contractor for the masoa 
work; Struthers & .Son had the marble contract. 
Charles Eerr, a carpenter, testified that he' 
worked on Mr. Drexel's new building at the time- 
of the accident; was then at work on the fifth 
floor, taking down the centres; apiece of scant- 
ling fell while at work; the centre, in lowering, 
turned over and the scantling broke, one-half fall- 
ing inside the building aad the'other outside,- tha 
witness and the two other men assisting him were; 
very careful to avoid accidents; the witness was 
tola by one of his assistants that a man had l>eea 
killed by the falling scantling; it is usual to con- 
struct buildings without erecting fences to prevent 
accidents; there is now a fence about the Drexel 
building; every precaution was taken to prevent 
accidents; Mr. Wells is a very'careful man, an<i 
cautions the men almost every dav. 
Patrick W. Cullen, a carpenter^ testified that he 
was at work lowering the centres at Drexel's new 
building at the time of the accident; the turning 
of the centre broke the scantling, which was three 
by four inches in thickness by about ten feet in 
length; have never known a similar accident toe- 
fore; think every precaution for tho prevention of 
accidents was taken; after the scantling fell saw 3 
man lying on the navement; saw tue scantling fall 
on the sidewalk, topple over and knock decease* 
against aa iron column. 


Thomas WiUey, also a carpenter, testified that 
the fall or the centre was the cause of tae breaking- 
of the scantling; a portion oi the centre struoS the 
witness on the lert arm aod shoulder; do not thi&lc 
that by any possibility the accident could have 
been prevented; Mr. Wei's has almost daily cau- 
tioned the witness to be careful not to be injure* 
himself or have accidents occur to others. 


Dr. Marsh testified that iracture of the skull waa 
the cause of death. 


Coroner Young then submitted the case to tha 
jury, who rendered the following 


VEKDICr. 
"That Luther C. Gallagher came to his death by 
the falling of a piece or wood from the fifth story, 
of the building corner Broad and Wall streets on 
ths 29th day of October, 1872; and we-censare the- 
parties interested for not placing the proper bar- 
riers to protect life and limb.' -Werecommend that 
a law be passed to compel builders to erect fences 
or something whereby the We aud Ita'as of citizens 
may be protected during tae erection of build- 
ings."

The dispute between the Fire Department Com-

Yesterday afternoon Coroner Young held an In- 


quest at the City Hall in the case of Mr. Luther 
C. Gallagher, the broker, who was almost iustanti/- 
killed on the afterno™ of the 29th ult. by a scant- 
ling falling on his head from the fllth story of tb.ec 
Draxel building, now In course ot erection cornerof 
Wall and Broad streets. Below will be found a 
synopsis of the testimony elicited and the verdict 
of the jury. 


Joseph S. Gallagher, father of tho deceased, liv- 


ing in Bloomtletil, N. J., testified that he saw his 
son last abaut one o'clock on the afternoon of tha 
29thultimo;-heard soon artenvanw that lie had 
been kilted, but knew nothing of the circumstance* 
attending his death except by hearsay; think. 
there was no protection in the way of a fenea 
around the building ot Drexel & Co., Wall street, 
corner ol Broad street. 


Kenben Wells, a builder, and at present superin- 


tending the erection of Urexel'.s bunding, corner ot 
« all and Broad streets, was there at the time of 
the aeadent; was toid there had been an accident; 
saw blood on the pavement; think the scantunir 
loll from the fllth floor; have often warned 
the men to be carelnl about accident;- dun 
not in this case put men on the pavement 
to warn passers by of danger, have since placed & 
barrier about the building, by censent ol the Oan- 
tain of Police. In tearing down the old bnildingr 
we had some protection, so that people in nassuiE 
were compelled to go into the street; alter 'th? 
building was torn down there wjs a fence place* 
around the building, which remained there somfr 
time; all the necessary precautions for the preven- 
tion of accidents both Inside and outside the 
building were taken; I consider the killing of Mr. 
Gallagher to have been quite accidental; Mr^ 
Cornell is the contractor for the iron wort- 
Jeremrah Smith was contractor for the masoa 
work; Struthers & .Son had the marble contract. 
Charles Eerr, a carpenter, testified that he' 
worked on Mr. Drexel's new building at the time- 
of the accident; was then at work on the fifth 
floor, taking down the centres; apiece of scant- 
ling fell while at work; the centre, in lowering, 
turned over and the scantling broke, one-half fall- 
ing inside the building aad the'other outside,- tha 
witness and the two other men assisting him were; 
very careful to avoid accidents; the witness was 
tola by one of his assistants that a man had l>eea 
killed by the falling scantling; it is usual to con- 
struct buildings without erecting fences to prevent 
accidents; there is now a fence about the Drexel 
building; every precaution was taken to prevent 
accidents; Mr. Wells is a very'careful man, an<i 
cautions the men almost every dav. 
Patrick W. Cullen, a carpenter^ testified that he 
was at work lowering the centres at Drexel's new 
building at the time of the accident; the turning 
of the centre broke the scantling, which was three 
by four inches in thickness by about ten feet in 
length; have never known a similar accident toe- 
fore; think every precaution for tho prevention of 
accidents was taken; after the scantling fell saw 3 
man lying on the navement; saw tue scantling fall 
on the sidewalk, topple over and knock decease* 
against aa iron column. 


Thomas WiUey, also a carpenter, testified that 
the fall or the centre was the cause of tae breaking- 
of the scantling; a portion oi the centre struoS the 
witness on the lert arm aod shoulder; do not thi&lc 
that by any possibility the accident could have 
been prevented; Mr. Wei's has almost daily cau- 
tioned the witness to be careful not to be injure* 
himself or have accidents occur to others. 


Dr. Marsh testified that iracture of the skull waa 
the cause of death. 


Coroner Young then submitted the case to tha 
jury, who rendered the following 


VEKDICr. 
"That Luther C. Gallagher came to his death by 
the falling of a piece or wood from the fifth story, 
of the building corner Broad and Wall streets on 
ths 29th day of October, 1872; and we-censare the- 
parties interested for not placing the proper bar- 
riers to protect life and limb.' -Werecommend that 
a law be passed to compel builders to erect fences 
or something whereby the We aud Ita'as of citizens 
may be protected during tae erection of build- 
ings."

The Contest Between tHe Board of Fir* 


Commissioners and the Comptroller— 
The Men Will Lilccly he Paid at Once. 
The dispute between the Fire Department Com- 


missioners and Comptroller Green still continues. 
The court having decided that the'Comptroilerls 
right, the Commissioners have taken an appeal to 
General Term. Yesterday they met to consider tne 
offer made by Mr. Green to pay the men for 
October if they would forward the pay-rolls to Bi3 
office, and to protect them by a promise that such 
action on their part shall aot prejudice them before 
the courts. In this letter, which was published OB 
the 27th ult., the Comptroller gave a pledge that 
compliance with his request for the pay-roils should 
not prejudice the case. Mr. Barrell, counsel for the 
Board, held that this promise was not sufficient to 
protect the rights of the Board, and that" tnej-* 
should have a written agreement in legal fonn 
firom Mr. Green. All the Commissioners.expressed 
their willingness, and, indeed, their anxiety, to 
accede to the terms offered by the Comptroller t» 
pay the men by his own disbursing agent, provided* 
such action could not be construed as a surrender 
of tlieir rights. Mr. HUchman disavowed on' toe 
part of! he Board any desire to resort to pretexts 
for delay, and charged that, the Comptroller was re- 
sponsiole. After full and careful consideration th- 
Boaid decided to forward the pay rolls as^ed for 
and permit Mr. Green's pavmastsr to conduct tha 
disbursements, should Sir. Green give the desired 
written guarantee.

The adjourned inquiry Into the manner In which 
onlB C. Samnels, who died on Ward's Island a 


few days ago, was resumed before Coroner Herr- 
man yesterday at noon. The preferring of the 
charges which have been brought against this in- 
stitution has attracted a large amount of atten- 
tion, and the Indignation and interest of the com- 
munity are fully aroused by the enormities which 
»re evidently being practised in dealing with in- 
take patients. Mr. Isaac Bell was on hand 
eerene and smiling, with a heavy envelope in 
Ms hand containing the rules of the Com 
missioners of Charities and Correction, and, in a 
statement given below, spoke of the excellent 
management or the institution and exonerated the 
attendants and warden from the charges brought 
against them. Dr. Echeverria was also present 
attentively watching the nroceedmgs, in which he 
is so deeply interested and to which his exertions 
nave given rise. He states that he is determined 
to Have His conduct rmiy ana impartially investi- 
gated, and the charges he has brongnt against the 
asylum eacials. His language yesterday had no

Postal Redaction Between France and 


the United States. 


It is announced in a Paris journal that the 


French government has consented to reduce 
the rate of postage to America, with, reciproc- 
ity of free transit. 
We suppose this free 


transit TOMTIT of the mails destined for other 
countries and passing over French territory. 
Both tfrig concession and that of a consider- 
able reduction in the rates of postage will be 
gratifying to Americans who travel so much 
abroad and who have a very large amount of 
letter communication with' all the countries 
bordering France, as well as with France itself. 
There should, in fact, be the most free in- 
tercourse possible between the two friendly 
Republics. It should extend to the question of 
tonnage dues, which we recently noticed; to 
the tariff, to shipping and navigation and 
other matters, as wall as to postal arrange- 
ments. There is little rivalry, comparatively, 
between France and the United States in their 
products. Each one produces a great d«nl 
that the other does cot, and each one needs 
tbe productions of the other. Then, besides 
the mutual commercial advantages of free and 
liberal intercourse, &ere is an ancient friend- 
ship, and now a similarity of institutions, to 
bind the two Bepnblics together. 
We recom- 


mend President Tbiers and our government to 
promote in every way possible this liberal 
reciprocity, for it will have the best eSsct both 
commercially and politically.

Tbe Municipal Election—The Future 


Power In New fork. 


The result of last Tuesday's election not 


only completes the revolution commenced a 
year ago in the government of New York city, 
but renders it almost certain that the political 
complexion of tbe metropolis will undergo an 
entire change, and that for the next ten years 
the large majorities heretofore rolled up for 
the democracy will be transferred to the re- 
publican side. It is true that Mr. Havemeyer 
has been chosen Mayor by a small plurality, 
and that the united democratic vote is some 
thirty thousand above the republican vote in a 
poll of only about one hundred and thirty-five 
thousand. But the enormous power of the 
citypatronage was divided in the recent contest; 
some of the municipal departments being on 
one side, some on the other, and some taking 
no active part in tho straggle. There were 
also jealousies, suspicions and rival interests 
among the city officials which prevented any 
of those powerful combinations by means of 
which the Tammany leaders made themselves 
for so many years invincible. 
All this will 


soon be changed. The republicans now hold 
possession of every important office in the 
city government, and have the means of ob- 
taining supreme control of every depart- 
ment not already in satisiaetory 
hands. 


They will soon be armed with the very weap- 
ons so effectively used by the former demo- 
cratic managers, and there is no reason to 
suppose that they will not handle them with a 
skill fully equal to that displayed by their pred- 
ecessors in power. It is a popular error to 
suppose that New York is necessarily a demo- 
cratic city on account of her large foreign 
population. Experience shows that the emi- 
grant who remains in a city is apt to attach 
himself to the party in power. He necessa- 
rily fells first into their hands. He finds all 
the authorities with whom he is brought into 
contact politically of the same way of think- 
ing, and his self-interest or the natural dispo- 
sition to be on the strongest side generally 
controls Ms decision in his choice of party 
association. 
The patronage of the pickaxe 


and spade is a powerful political propagandist. 
What is known as the "dangerous element" in 
a metropolis also sets toward the party that 
holds possession of the government and wields 
the power of the police and the Courts. The 
republican politicians and their organs have 
been accustomed for political effect to charge 
ike New York democracy with the fellow- 
ship of all the notoriously bad 
char- 


acters 
of 
the 
ciiy, and 
every carica- 


turist on the same side has adopted ths 
stale idea of portraying Tammany democrats 
with cropped hair, low brows, broken noses 
and vicious mouths ; but it is well known that 
these gentry are invariably to be found on the 
side best able to pay for their services in pri- 
maries and at the polls. In Philadelphia, for 
example, which, comparatively with her size, 
is a more ruffianly city than New York, the 
bulk of the disreputable characters are hangers- 
on of the republican organization, because the 
republicans are there in power. 
There is, 


therefore, every reason to believe that the 
"foreign element" and the "dangerous ele- 
-menv--and the 'lower classes" in fKig city, 
all of which we hove been taught to regard as 
the bulwarks of the New York democracy, will 
turn bodily over to the republicans as soon as 
all the city patronage is concentrated in the 
hands of the latter, and will give the new re- 
publican municipal Ring as powerful a sup- 
port as they have heretofore given to the old 
democratic municipal King. 


Certainly no party has ever before been so 


completely master of the situation in the 
metropolis as Is the republican reform party 
to-day. Its power is enormous beyond prece- 
dent, and must soon swallow up the few crumbs 
that yet remain to the routed democracy. 
Already it has Mr. Havemeyer for Mayor, Mr. 
Green in the Ifinance Department, Colonel

city. Above all this they have the State Legis- 
lature, Senate and Assembly and the Governor, 
aTid thus hold the key to the possession of 
every other city department, big and little. 
The Legislature irfll not be as H was 
last 'Winter, for the

politician in its ranks. The new Presidential 
term commences on the 4th of next March, 
about the time the Legislative session is draw- 
ing to a close, and pijriy loyalty -will be a 
virtue zealously displayed by the representa- 
tives at Albany. Their first business will be to 
re-elect United States Senator Boscoe Conkling, 
whose gallant services in the campaign against 
the artful intrigues of his republican asso- 
ciate contributed so largely to the splendid

glory.

Ckntmissio-B of CharilJes and Correction, Cms 
secaring Castle Garden and the control of the 
emigrant boarding house keeptrs and rnrmtrs;

mission, the Board of Health, the Board oi 
Education and the Department of Bocks, for 
the sterling honesty and brilliant efficiency r>i 
that important department will not dstsr ihe 
victors from sweeping it into their net, with 
the rest of the booly. 


Tins alone will be a patronage ccrnaJ to

In addition to tho undivided 


city rule, it will hold in its grasp in Now York 
tho Custom House, tho Post Office, tho Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureaus, the United States 
Courts, Marshalships and all other federal 
appointments, besides the Quarantine Depart- 
ment, the Captaincy of the Port, the Port 
Wardens and all Gubernatorial patronage at 
this end of the State. No political party has 
ever before attained such a wonderful and 
concentrated strength, and it is almost certain, 
as we have said, that it will completely revolu- 
tionize the political condition of the metropo- 
lis and turn over the old democratic majorities 
of fifty and sixty thousand to the republi- 
can side. At the next election for Sheriff and 
County Clerk both of these offices will, in all 
probability, fall into the bauds of straight 
republicans ; for the party will no longer 
need trades and bargains with bolting demo- 
crats, and it will be almost Impossible to 
defeat its candidates.

New York by what set of politicians they may 
ba governed, so long as they are governed 
honestly and well. There 13 no good reason 
why the republicans should not take all the 
offices while they have the opportunity and 
thus make themselves masters of the whole 
municipal government. An undivided respon- 
sibility will be better for the people than a 
divided responsibility. 
Let our new rulers be 


wise, liberal and honorable in their policy, and 
no one will regret the downfall of the democ- 
racy. But there must be no small views—no 
parsimony, no crab-like movement in the new 
regime. 
If we are to have a clearing out 


through legislative aid and a brand-new set of 
political officers from top to bottom of ths 
municipal government, they must be men who 
understand the wants of the city and the 
wishes of the citizens, 
and who will 


not shirk the responsibility of large ex- 
penditures for desirable ptibb'c improve- 
ments. 
The 
new republican Ring will 


be answerable for the future progress of the 
ciiy and for the general welfare and com- 
fort of the people. The old Tammany Ring 
robbed the city of millions, but at the same 
time it was pushing us all forward to in- 
creased prosperity. 
Its corruption was infa- 


mous, but its progression and enterprise were 
-remarkable. Under its rule we had splendid 
avenues opened, handsome parks laid out, and 
were in a fair way of securing a viaduct rail- 
way through the city. We must have all 
these desirable improvements from the new 
Ring, coupled with honesty and fidelity to 
public trusts. That is what the people of 
New York expect and demand; and if the 
republican party, which now has supreme 
power in nation, State and city, meets the 
popular sentiment in this respect it will be 
welcome to a monopoly of the spoils for years 
to come.

was patronized to an unwonted extent last 
year the studios were comparatively neglected. 
In the midst of all the noise and glitter of a 
really brilliant art season the votaries of the 
palette were in too many cases wearily waiting 
in lonely studios for the advent of some one who 
was willing to help art and artists in a qniet, 
unostentatious way. We are willing to make 
every allowance for the weakness of human 
nature, and we recognize that it is much more 
gratifying to patronize art in a crowded and 
select company, where every one will talk 
of the purchases, than to go to the studio 
and buy off the easeL 
Yet the latter is 


infinitely the better way. 
It is cheaper 


and 
exerts 
a 
wholesome 
influence 


by creating pleasurable relations between 
artist and patron. It is well for the man of 
business to come in contact sometimes with 
those who gild life by the sunny influence of 
their genius. If this fact were better appre- 
ciated the studios would have more visitors, 
and art exercise its educational and elevating 
influence more directly. We desire to see art 
intelligently patronized, and are fully con- 
scious of the good which has been accom- 
plished by tie introduction of foreign works 
of merit. But we are also anxious tiat our 
native artiste should receive the attention and 
encouragement which they deserve. 
The 


work they are doing now in the studios is for 
the most part marked by conscientious study 
and skilful technical work. 
It is to be 


hoped that the public wfll mark their approval 
of these efforts by extending a liberal and 
judicious support to our native art.

IAST meal's CONCERTO. 


There were two musical events last evening—one 


At the Academy of Music, the other at bteluway 
Hatt. Both were pretty well attended, showing 
tnat the New York public are prepared to patronize 
all that Is promising In the musical line. In neither 
case were they disappointed, or to modify thli 
statement, there were features In the two concerts 
sufficiently attractive to satisfy the people present. 


At the Academy Mrs. Wmterburn gave a concert. 


This lady lias been heretofore favorably known to 
the New York concert-goers as Miss Charlotte 
Hutchings. She has also made a very enviable Im- 
pression In oratorio. She had last evening the as- 
sistance of Thomas' orchestra, a feature strong 
enough to Insure a good lu^se. The fifty mem- 
bers of this unapproachable band wore In full dress 
and as obedient to the baton of their leader as ever 
Mustard Seed and his companion sprites were to 
the beck or Titanla. Tiie "Tannhauscr'1 overture, 
the lovely scherzo from "The Midsummer Night's 
Dream," the ever-welcome "Obsron" overture and 
Liszt's "Racoksy March" were delivered as only a 
combination or solo artists could deliver them. 
Mr. Walter, a young violinist from Europe, played 
Spoor's magnificent concerto in D minor, a work 
which has been too much neglected here, probably 
on account of the difficulty or getting an orchestra 
capable of sustaining the soloist. Mr. Walter dis- 
played the qualities or a good artist, with a true, 
•well sustained, if not always sympathetic tcme, 
•correct execution, although at times his phrasing 
was not defined In that sharp, clear manner one 
•would desire, and a certain ease of style that 
carried him through with a degree of success 
that few of our violinists can now boast or. 
Mrs. Wlutertrurn essayed some very ambitious se- 
lections, the principal ones being "Lascla chlo 
pianza," by Handel, and "Ocean, Thou Mighty 
Monster," from "Oberon." In neither was she 
successful. 
Her voice nas become uncertain In 
tone, so as to give the Idea that she does not sing 
In tune. It has also lost the pure sympathetic 
quality that once delighted the hearer. We can 
•only account for this change by the ill-advised 
-attempt to change a naturally beautiful conlra'to 
voice Into a mezzo soprano, or rather liigh so- 
prano. 
Mr. Bonawitz Introduced two of Ms own or- 
chestral v orks at Stemway Hall—a symphony in A 
minor ana a scherzo with mtrofluctlon for piano 
and-orchestra. Both worts bear npon them tne 
Impress or a 
thorough musician 
and 
a 
profound thinker. 
There are reminiscences 
here and there, but the general construc- 
tion shows originality and boldness, tempered

There were two musical events last evening—one 


At the Academy of Music, the other at bteluway 
Hatt. Both were pretty well attended, showing 
tnat the New York public are prepared to patronize 
all that Is promising In the musical line. In neither 
case were they disappointed, or to modify thli 
statement, there were features In the two concerts 
sufficiently attractive to satisfy the people present. 


At the Academy Mrs. Wmterburn gave a concert. 


This lady lias been heretofore favorably known to 
the New York concert-goers as Miss Charlotte 
Hutchings. She has also made a very enviable Im- 
pression In oratorio. She had last evening the as- 
sistance of Thomas' orchestra, a feature strong 
enough to Insure a good lu^se. The fifty mem- 
bers of this unapproachable band wore In full dress 
and as obedient to the baton of their leader as ever 
Mustard Seed and his companion sprites were to 
the beck or Titanla. Tiie "Tannhauscr'1 overture, 
the lovely scherzo from "The Midsummer Night's 
Dream," the ever-welcome "Obsron" overture and 
Liszt's "Racoksy March" were delivered as only a 
combination or solo artists could deliver them. 
Mr. Walter, a young violinist from Europe, played 
Spoor's magnificent concerto in D minor, a work 
which has been too much neglected here, probably 
on account of the difficulty or getting an orchestra 
capable of sustaining the soloist. Mr. Walter dis- 
played the qualities or a good artist, with a true, 
•well sustained, if not always sympathetic tcme, 
•correct execution, although at times his phrasing 
was not defined In that sharp, clear manner one 
•would desire, and a certain ease of style that 
carried him through with a degree of success 
that few of our violinists can now boast or. 
Mrs. Wlutertrurn essayed some very ambitious se- 
lections, the principal ones being "Lascla chlo 
pianza," by Handel, and "Ocean, Thou Mighty 
Monster," from "Oberon." In neither was she 
successful. 
Her voice nas become uncertain In 
tone, so as to give the Idea that she does not sing 
In tune. It has also lost the pure sympathetic 
quality that once delighted the hearer. We can 
•only account for this change by the ill-advised 
-attempt to change a naturally beautiful conlra'to 
voice Into a mezzo soprano, or rather liigh so- 
prano. 
Mr. Bonawitz Introduced two of Ms own or- 
chestral v orks at Stemway Hall—a symphony in A 
minor ana a scherzo with mtrofluctlon for piano 
and-orchestra.

After Lucca in opera, this selection, with a bung- 
ling piano accompaniment, only excited regret in 
the mind of a musician that an artist like Mrs. 
Elder should forget the limits of the concert room 
and vainly essay what was bevond her powers. Mr.

Ihe pressnce of a gold watch is the 
most singular feature of all, for it seems hardly 
robable, if the murder had been committed for 
obbery. this would have remained untouched, 
robablythfr tragedy Is either the consequence of 


an old grudge or the result of some angry dispute, 
nd toe cutting up and subsequent disposition of 
he remains was of course simply to conceal the 
act of tae murder itself.

tented with the Freedom of the Town.

Mr. Stanley was the gnest of the Lord Provost 


on Wednesday nljht, »nd left the city yesterday 
morning by the eleven o'clocK train for Hamilton. 
Owing to its being the fast day in the city the 
tralu was late in starting, and it was past the hour 
for ihe commencement of the proceedings ere Mr. 
Stanley arrived lu Hamilton." There were large 
crowds of people at the station and the Town 
Hall, aud at both places he received a very cordial 
welcome. Mr. Stanley entered the hall about half- 
past twelve, and was received with hearty cheers. 
He was accompanied to the platform by Provost 
W. A, Dykes, who presided; Mr. Oswell 'Living- 
stone, the youngest son of Dr. Livingstone; the 
Magistrates and Town Council, the Water Commis- 
sioners, Mr. E. P. Dykes, Town Clerk; Mr. John 
MecS, of Fortisset; Mr. S. S. Eobertson, Jr. of 
Lawhcad; the Tery Rev. Dean Henderson, Rev. 
Messrs. Danaher and Caig, Major Austiue, Cap- 
tains Simpson, Reith and Maekay; 0rs. Uaismith, 
London, Lennox, Marshall and Robertson; Messrs. 
T. Anderson, W. Brown, R. Archibald, J. G. M'Cub- 
bing. J. C. Kay, 4. Wylie (Coatbridge), J. Ness 
fBJantyre Works), &c. The Misses Livingstone 
were present in the body of the halL There was a 
large attendance on the occasion, the Hall being 
quite filled. 


Provost DYKES, in opening the proceedings,
